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THE PARNELL COURT. 

} THE CONDUCT OF THE CASE SKILLFULLY 
ARRAIGNED—THE END OF THE TRIAL 
NOT YET IN SIGHT.

LonvDon, Jan. 15.—The reopening of the 
sessions of the Parnell Commission to-day 
fF attracted an eager crowd of ticket holders 
' for twice the number of seats in the court 
room, but for the first time there was no 
throng outside the .law courts in the street. 

There have been persistent statements in 
‘the London papers that William O’Brien 
would disregard the order of the commis- 
sion and’ fail to put in an appearance, but 
he was on hand, and his half-hour’s speech 
in answer to the charge of contempt will 
probably remain the gem par excellence 
when the forensic history of the inquiry is 
all made up. I think Mr. O’Brien has never 
before done anything so good as this de- 
fense. It was dignified and manly, and as 
an attack on the Zimes’s conduct of the case 
it was a skillful arraignment of just the 
identical points which the Commissioners 
themselves must regard as grievances. 

The Justices listened attentively, but 
hew far they were impressed by his 
arguments it is impossible to guess, There 
are all sorts of speculations as to what they 
will do to Mr. O’Brien to-morrow. 

The statement of the Attorney-General 
about his intention of shortening the Times’s 
case must be taken with many grains of 
salt. He spoke to-day of his hopes to 
reach the Parnell letters next week, but 
Mr. Parnell himself does not believe they 
will come up for at least a month. 

The Times’s lawyers say privately te-night 
that the inquiry may end by June 1. 

By Associated Press. 

LONDON, Jan. 15.—The Parnell Commission 
resumed its settings to-day. Sir Charles Rus- 
sell, counsel for the Parnellites, applied for an 
urder against the Worcester Jimes for certain 
comments made upon the commission. Pre- 
siding Justice Hannen said he regretted the re- 
peated applications of this character, which, he 
declared, caused more distress to the court than 
the prosecution of the inquiry itself. He ap 


pealed to counsel to use their influence to pre- 
vent such statements as it was charged the 
Wercester Times had published. The court, he 
said, would decide Sir Charles’s application 


later. 

Mr. Willian O’Brien aapeeret before the com- 
mission under citation. e stated that he ac- 
oepted the responsibility for the article in 
United Ireland tor which he was summoned, 
but denied that he intended any disrespect to 
the court, and disclaimed imputing that the 
Judges were not doing theirduty. He did not 
assume to question their Lordships’ rulings, but 
urged that he was ertitled to comment upen the 


the commission. Continuing, he said: “ We 
are most apxieus to meet the charges made 
against us. Month after month we are ineurring 
frightful expense, and yet the Times has not 
touched the one allegation made in its columns 
which, if preyed, will render all this matter en- 
tirely superfiuous. We do not eriticise the 
cours, but the conduct at the Jimes, We desire 
to come to the point. hat is the objéct of our 
Scotch action.” The court reserved judgment. 
Counsel for Mr. Brodrich, Warden of Merton 
College, Oxford, who was summoned to appear 
before the commission for making a speech in 
whieh he compared Messrs. Davitt and Dillon 
to the Whitechapel murderer, repudiated the 
construetion placed upon the speech and denied 
that Mr. Brodrich had intended any contempt 
of court. Justice Hannen said that after she 
assurance of counsel it was unnecessary for fhe 
court to take any further steps in the matter. 
The taking of testimony was then resumed 
relative to evictions in Tipperary. 
Attorney-General Webster said he had care- 
fully considered the question ef shortening tbe 
inquiry, and with this view he proposed to pro- 
duce neutral statistics from Blue Books and 
@ report whieh the Irish Under Seoretary’s 
solicitor offered to compile from the police out- 
rage book, It would, however, be necessary to 
eall a few more land agents and to deal with 
speeches; but this would not take long. He 
hoped to preduce evidence relating to the 
forged letters next week, and would then take 
up the subject of the League’s American con- 


nections.

BISMARCK MAKES NINE SPEECHES. 

BERLIN, Jan. 15.—Prince Bismarck was pres- 
ent at the meeting of the Reichstag to-day. He 
made a speech in which he disparaged the re- 


ports recently published im the newspapers 
concerning the British Niger Company. 

Count Herbert Bismarck said the matter was 
being arranged between the English and the 
German Governments. 

Herr Riehter made a speech in which he-crit- 
icised the investigations which had been made 
by the Government with a view to the supres- 
sion.of the slave trade in Africa 

Prince Bismare& replied to Herr Riehter and 
took occasion to denounce the lack of patriot- 
ism displayed by the Liberal press, which, he 
said, was seeking te embarrass the policy of the 
Fatherland for the benefit of foreigners. 

Herr Karcdoff expressed the opigdion that had 
not Herr Bamberger in the past ruined German 
enterprises in Samoa there would probably 
have Deen no necessity for the latest victims. 

Herr Bamberger rejoined that he rejoiced te 
this day over his success in that matter. Was 
he to bear the blame, he said, because the peo- 
ple refused to hand over their money because 
the enterprises failed to flourish? His influence 
could scareely be so great as ail that. 

Prince Bismarck said that Herr Bamberger 
had evaded the punctum saliens of his remarks, 
namely, that Bamberger had represented the 
title deeds of the Germans as worthless, there- 
by plaeing Great Britain in a position to reply to 
Germany’s representatives on behalf of Ger- 
man concessionaires by a peinted referenee to 
the speech of the great patriot Bamberger. In 
regard to the unfavorable prognostications 
which the friends of Bamberger always made 
in respect to the German celonial policy, he 
said that the majority in the Reichstag, rep- 
resenting the true feeling of the German peo- 
ple, were better informed than the malevolent 
minority. (Cheers. 

Herr Richter twitted the Chaneellor fer for- 
merly utteriag a warning against sfaking na- 
tional sacrifices for private companies, and said 
it was only recently all this had changed: The 
Chancellor was always the firat to impart a 
heated tone to a debate. The truth was 
Prince Bismarck attended the Reichstag so 
seldom.that he came to believe that he had 
only to deal with his subordiwates in that 
house. It was unjust to asoribe the hostilities 
in Samoa to the rejection of the guarantee. 
They arose selely from the colonial policy ef 
the Government. The Reichstag and the Ger- 
man people must not embark in adventures. 

Prinee Bismarck replied that Richter had 
only to criticise, while he had to bear tne heavy 
responsibility. In che English Parliament the 
Opposition carefully abstained from unseasona- 
ble .attacks, and a man who failed to 
comply with this rule was deemed unpa- 
triotic. In Richter a demoniac love for tha 
Fatherland feught with dislixe for the Imperial 
Chancellor. As for Bamberger he simply said to 
himself: ‘‘There’s the sore point ef the Govern- 
ment; that’s where we must rub.’’ (Cheers. ] 
Official reports had not arrived from Samoa, 
Telegrams were cestly and occupied a fortnight 
in transit. As soon as the Government received 
the reports it would take steps. 

During the debate on the expenses of the Ger- 
man Consulate at Zanzibar Prince Bismarck 
said he would not now refer to the Govern- 
ment’s colonial policy, but that he would speak 
en the subject during the debate on the East 
Africa bill, which would be submitted to the 
Bundesrath forthwith. 

Prince Bismarck made nine short speeches to- 
day, and the faet 18 taken to indicate anxiety on 
his part to avoid annoying England. The eppo- 
sition abstained from provoking the Chaneellor. 
The Geffcken and Morier affairs were not re- 
ferred to.

spector and 14 constables were injured. 

Mr. John O’Connor, member of Parliament 
for South Tipperary, agains; whom a warrant 
was issued for offenses under the Crimes act, 
has been arrested at Charleston. 

Archbishop Croke has given £50 to the fund 
for the relief of evicted tenants. In his letter 
accompanying the donation the Archbishop 
says: ‘There is no ctner land, savage or 
civilized, where such s¢andalous and unchris- 
tianlike scenes could be enacted without a fierce 
contest and even bloedshed. The sending of 
Crown forees to demolish the dwellings of the 
poor for the benefit of the. pampered few is a 
crime that cries to Heaven for vengeance.”

This evening 
when a chambermaid entered Mr. Bailey’s 
apartments she discovered the body lying on 
the floor ina pool ef bloed. An investigation 
showed that Mr. Bailey had stood in front ef a 
mirror, and, placing a revolver against his head, 
= — @ bullet through it, the missie striking 
the bed. 

No cause for the act is known. Mr. Bailey was 
about 30 years old aud was wellliked. The re- 
mains were givenin charge of an undertaker, 
and his family was notified by letter.

Higgins had but two votes until the thirty- 
sixth ballot, when Treat’s five votesswung over 
to him and put him well ahead. On four ballots 


up to this time Massey had eight votes, or with- 
in one of the nowinatien. After Treat’s sup- 
port went to Higgins, two of Smithers’s votes 
followed, and on the forty-third ballot two of 
Massey’s men also voted for Higgins, giving 
him nine votes and the nomination. 

This morning both houses of the Legislature 
voted for Xenator. Higgine received the votes 
of the 14 Republican Representatives and the 2 
Republican State Senators,16in all. The 7 
Democratic Senators voted for James L. Wolcott 
of Dover, Senator Saulsbury’s factional oppo- 
nent, while of the 7 Democratic Representatives 
2 voied for Wolcott and 5 for Alfred P. Robin- 
son of Georgetown. To-morrow the two houses 
will meet in joint session, compare their re- 
spective journals, and make formal announce- 
ment of Mr. Higeins's election. 

Anthony Higgins, who, after the 4th of March, 
will enjoy the distinction of being Delaware’s 
first Kepublican United States senator, was 
born in Red Lion Hundred, Delaware, New- 
@astle County, Oot, 1, 1840.. At the age of 13 
years: he entered upon a five years’ course of 
education at Newark Academy and Delaware 
College. In the Autumn of 1858 he entered 
Yale College, and was graduated A. B. in 1861. 
During the two sueceeding years he attended 
the Harvard Law School. He read law under 
William ©. Spruance of Wilmington, and was 
admitted to the bar in New-Castle in May, 1864. 
In September, 1864, he emtered into partner- 
ship with E. G. Braaford, who was atterward 
United States District Judge tor Delaware. 
About the samo time Mr. Higgins was appointed 
Devuaty Attorney-General for Delaware. 

In 1868 he wus Chairman of the Republican 
State Committee. He was appointed by Presi- 
dent Grant in 1869 United States District At- 
torney for Delaware, and held that office until 
1876. Sinee that time he has devoted himself 
to his large law practice. 

Mr. Higgina’s first appearance in polities 
was in the campaign of 1863 to elect a member 
of Congress to til 
death of William Temple. Mr. Higgins cham- 
pioned the canse of N. B. Smithers, the Repub- 
liean candidate, Who was among his competi- 
tors of yesterday, and Mr. Smithers was elect- 
ed. In 1867 he was one of the most active 
spirits in the Border State Convention at Balti- 
more to promote the adoptien of the fifteenth 
amendment to the Federal Censtitution. He 
labored hard in the sampaign of 1880, whicn 
resulted in the election of the Republican legis- 
lative ticket in New-Castle County, in recogni- 
tion of whieh he received the complimentary 
vote of the Republican members in the 
January follewing, when Mr. Bayard was re- 
elected to the United States Senate. In 1884 he 
was the Republican Congressional candidate, 
accepting the nomination with nv chance or ex- 
pectation of success, though he made an exoit- 
ing canvass and a god run. 

As a politician Mr. Higgins was always an 
aggressive fighter, and in the recent factional 
divisions of the party he was a Blaine man. He 
is about 5 feet 10 inches in height, with a 
graeeful, compact form, and his face, though 
plain, is strongly marked. In argument he is 
quick, impulsive, effective, and a master of in- 
vective and cutting sarcasm. Asa lawyer he 
ranks high at the Bar, of which he is a ljeading 
member. He is unmarried and resides at his 
office, 838 Market-street, where he maintains 
bachelor headquarters.

ATOHISON’S DIVIDEND. 

Boston, Jan. 15.—Upon the meeting of the 
Atchison Directors was centred speculative at- 
tention to-day, and while the anticipated pass- 
ing ofthe January dividend very naturally was 
the eause of a slight flurry in the dealings in 
this stoek, the general feeling was one of relief 
that this element of uncertainty was out of the 
way. It took the Directors only an hour to de- 
cide the matter, an indication that the opposi- 
tion, if any, was very slight. 

The decline in Atchison when the announce- 
ment was made was from 56:to 5414, with a re- 
covery to 554, followed by another decline te 
544, where it remained at the close. The fact that 
even the passing of this dividend did not earry 
the stock dewn to the lewest point reached in 
December, 5344, was deemed an encouraging 
feature. The disappointing element was the 
non-appearance of the expected statement of 
Atchison’s financial situation, but this, it is said, 
will come early in February, or as soon as it 
can be prepared. 





THE GRAY COUNTY WAR. 

TOPEKA, Kau., Jan. 15.—Brig.-Gen. Myers, 
who commanded the regiment ordered to the 
scene of war in Gray County, has arrived in 
this city to report to the Governor. Gen. Myers 
reports a very serious state of affairs in the 
county and fears more trouble. He arrived at 
Cimarron at 2 o’clock Sunday morning. The 
citizens were greatly relieved upon the arrival 
of the troops and had been under arms up toa 
that time and fearful lest another deadly at- 
tack should be made. 

Sunday a meeting of the citizens was heidin 
a public hall, and resolutions concerning the 
affair were adopted to have the county placed 
under martial law. 

After the adjournment of this meeting, whieh 
was attended bya great many people, Gen. 
Myers proceeded by carriage to Ingails, about 
seven miles further west, and a similar meeting 
was held there with similar results. 

All business is suspended in both towns. All 
trains passing through are closely watched by 
armed men, who fear a surprise, although such 
a thing is highly improbable.

PLATTS IMPUDENT FRIENDS 


——+-_—<P- 
HOSPITALITY OF THE 
ORANGE CLUB ABUSED, 
INDIGNANT ELECTORS WHO HAD PRTI- 
TIONS FOR PLATT THRUST UNDER 

THEIR NOSES AT EVERY .TURN, 

ALBANY, Jan. 15.—The remarkable exhibition 
at the Fort Orange Club last night, whem Gen. 
Clinton D. Macdougall and John N. Knapp cir- 
culated a petition addressed to Gen. Harrison 
favoring the appvintment of Thomas C. Platt as 
Secretary of the Treasury, was the talk of Al- 
bany to-day. So far as investigation can go, 20 
Electors signed this petition. When the vigor- 
ous criticism was heard against the proceedings, 
several of those who had signed betrayed a dis- 
position to repudiate their action. 

So far as the main facts go no change is re- 
ported from the story published in to-day’s 
Times. Onthe contrary, as the details pour 
into the light, and the opinions of individual 
Electors are heard, the more flagititious the 
offense appears. All the Brooklyn Electors 
signed, except J. 8. T. Stranahan, who promised, 
with the other Elector at large, William 4H. 
Seward of Auburn, to senda personal letter to 
Gen. Harrison, and ail the New-York members 


signed except Lispenard Stewart and Andrew 
B. Rogers, Jr., who put their feet down vigor- 
ously, and denounced the proceedings in no 
uncertain language. 

As the plot unfolds the desperation and au- 
dacity of the Platt men is all the mere appur- 
ent. The first step contemplated the introduc- 
tion of a resolution approving Platt in the 
Electoral College itself, but a wise head pre- 
vailed and the members were seunded individ- 
ually before action was taken as to the manner 
in which it would be received: It was found 
that some of Mr. Platt’s best friends in the Col- 
lege were unalterably opposed to the busixess. 
It was thereupon deferred to the reception at 
the Fort Orange Ciub and left to such shrewd 
political manipulators as Knapp’ and Mac- 
dougall. 

Mr. Platt’s friends completely ignored that 
rule of the club which prohibits the circulation 
of any political petition within its walis. No 
such thing had ever beem seen before in the 
club, and under the circumstances the mem- 
bers who were aware of what was going on 
hardly knew what todo. The persistency of 
the men who carried the petition about was 
equal te their audavity. Several Electors indig- 
nantly refused to sign the thing, but they found 
it before them several times before they left 
thejclubhouse. Thus it was with Mayer Becker 
of Buffalo, who is an avowed anti-Platt man. 
Early in the evening the petition was put be- 
fore bim. 

**T declined to sign it,” he said, ‘and told the 
gentleman so. in half an hour’s time I was 
agaiu asked to sign it. This time I replied with 
some heat that we were not here to sign peti- 
tions for politicians. Just before I left the club 
the thing was presented to me for the tnird 
time. Then I lost my temper, ana I was left 
alene undisturbed. [took the ground that the 
Electors had ne more right to ask Gen. Harrison 
to put a man in his Cabinet that Gen. Harrison 
had to ask the Electers to accept confidential 
clerks on his recommendation. It was a pre- 
sumptuous und impudent piece of business.’ 

Elector Andrew B. Rogers of the Ninth As- 
sembiy District of New-York refused to sign, 
although the petition waa thrust before him five 
times. ‘ 5 bad the best of reasons for not doing 
80,” he said, ** because, not only 1s my district 
opposed to Mr. Platt, bat [ai myself, and [ do 
not believe in taking advantage of the hospital- 
ity of a club for such a purpose.”’ 

In view of the assertions that have been made 
that many of the signers were ignorant of the 
contents of the petition, several Electors declare 
that, although the work of obtaining signatures 
was done covertly, every one who put his 
name to the paper was fully aware of what he 
was doing. lt is true that 78 quarts ef charm- 
pagne, with numerous bottles of brandy and 
liquors, were poured into the generous 
bowl that held the punch from which 
the Electorsifand their hosts regaled them- 
selves, but nobody in Albany presumes 
to say that the insidiousness of the puneh 
dimmed the perceptions of those who partook 
ofit. Read Benedict, one of the Electors, as- 
serted that it was ridiculous for any man to say 
that he did not know what he was doing. 
Every Elector was aware of the existence of 
the petition and had been for four or five daya. 
The matter had been discussed before the Elect- 
ors reached the club, and it was no surprise 
when the petition was produced. 

**Tam a Platt man,” said Mr. Benedict, “and 
signed the petition and am proud of it. I can 
see no harm in obtaining an expression of opin- 
ion from the Electors in the way it was done.” 

The following. Electors are believed to have 
signed the petition: Read Benedict, Gustave A. 
Jabo, Nelson J. Gates. James_W. Birkett, Ches- 
ter D. Burrews, Jr., William H. Townley, Bray- 
ton Ives, Robert A. Greacen, William Brookfield, 
David F. Porter, Jr., J. Thomas Stearns, Will- 
jam F. Richardson, John F. Winslow, Edward 
Ellis, William L. Proctor, William E. Jobnson, 
Clinton D. McDougall, Everett Brown, Henry 
Hebing, and Asher W. Miner. Of course, under 
the circumstances, the club can do nothing, 
The abuse was perpetrated by guests and the 
club has no redress. The only effect to be con- 
sidered at all is how Gen. Harrison will receive 
the petition when it is presented tohim. By 
Many Politicians it is believed that in the end 
Mr. Platt will refuse to allow the paper to go to 
Indianapolis, but to those who have been fol- 
lewing his tactics in this fight and the devices 
that he has resorted to in order to secure influ- 
ence there is no question but that he will omit 
no point that will heip his case along. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—Gen. Harrison will 
certainly disregard an opportunity to render 
Mr. T. C. Platt some very profitable services if 
he does not put him in the Cabinet and at the 
head of the Treasury Department. It does not 
appear that Messrs. Sleicher, Arkell and cem- 
pany referred toit in any report they maae of 
their conversation with Gen. Harfisen, but it 
is assuined here by those who know that they 
must have told the President-elect that, when in 
the Treasury, Mr. Piatt would have an excel- 
lent chance to rehabilitate the broken 
down rag-disinfecting sebeme which he 
and his friends endeavored to put upen 
the New-York merchants. They probably dia 
not neglect tosay also that Mr. Platt hopes to 
be able, when he gets into the Treasury, to drive 
from ita doors the wagons of an express com- 
pany thas is a formidable rival of his own. 
They might have told Gen. Harrison, too, that, 
as Secretary of the Treasury, Mr. Platt would 
have a chance te make good his lavish expendli- 
tures to secure Gen. Harrison’s election by se- 
curing the adoption of a patentea lighted buoy, 
in the interest of which a lobby unsuccessfully 
visited the capital not long ago. 

If athrifty and not too scrupulous man is 
wanted for the place, and Gen. Harrison wants 
to give it to Mr. Platt as much as he wants it, 
there secms to be no reason why Mr. Platt and 
Mr. Wanamaker slould not both be handsomely 
provided for.

POLITICIANS HAPPY. 


A REPORT THAT GEN. HARRISON WILL 
MAKE A CLEAN SWEEP. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 15.—Ger. Harrison and 
Gov. Foraker during the campaign were laugh- 
ing and talking about the result, and Gov. 
Foraker said; ‘*Gen. Harrison, after you ure 
elected I only want one favor.” 

“What 1s that?’ eaid Gen. Harrison. 

“T want to have the privilege of writing the 
first sentence of your inaugural address.” 

* What would it be?” 

“It would be, ‘This is going to be a Repub 
lican Admunistration.’” 

Tn the Foraker mind a Republican Adminis- 
tration is oné in which there are no Democrats, 
and his po}ttical associates from Ohio, whe, as Re- 
publican electors have pervaded Indianapolis 
to-day, are altogether of the same opinion. It 
may be said with truth that the Indiana and 
Illinois elestors, Who also called upon Gen. Har- 
risen. to-day, emphatically coincide with their 
Ohio brethren. Perhaps it is because the Ohio 
Republicans were more aceustomed to holding 
offices under Republican Administrations than 
the Republicans of other States, but 
they are certainly hungrier than any 
set of politicians which has as, yet 
come here, and more boisterous and outspoken 
in their demands. One of them told THr TIMEs’s 
correspondent that there were 16 Ohie Electors 
who catled upon Gen. Harrison, and that they 
brought with them petitions asking for 300 
Federal offices ranging in degree from a fourth-

elass Postmastership to a Collectorship of In-, 


ternal Revenue. Their petitions were not in be- 
halt of any of themselves, but of their friends 
whom.they left behind them in Ohio. 

Nevertheless, they didfa zood deal of fine work 
in behalf of themselves, and so did the Illinois 
and Indiana ELiectors, and probably in no single 
day sinee his election has Gen: Harrison en- 
dured so many applications for offices as to-day. 
One amusing incident took piace. Two of the 
Ohio Elecfors who had designs upon the same 
offices separated from their fellows soon after 
leaving Gen. Harrison’s, under the pretense of 
other engagements. Hach left on bis own ac- 
count, without suspeeting what the other was 
contemplating. As soon as each got out of sight 
of the rest he waiked back as quickly as possi- 
bie to Gen. Harrison’s. One got a little aheaa 
of the other, and was eloquently pleading his 
modest little merits to the General when the 
bell rang and his rivalwas shown in. There 
was a grand tableau, curing which, from their 
confusion, Gen. Harrison discovered the little 
game which each had been playing, and he pro- 
ceeded to give them a good lecture on the evils 
of office seeking. 

It did not abash them very much, bowever, 
and after they came away they told some of 
the things that Gen. Harrison said to them. 
One was in regard to the iniquity of recklessly 
signing letters of recommendation. Gen. Harri- 
son said that nothing gave him more trouble 
and annoyance than the hundreds of recom- 
mendations for office which were sent to him of 
men who were not fit fer office. He wished 
that his friends weuld reeommend no men to 
office except such as they knew to be fi. If he 
couki only depend upon that being the case the 
burden of his cares would be very much light- 
ened. The conversation having drifted into the 
question of changes, one of this modest Ohio 
couple of statesmen ventured to remark: 

**f suppose there will be a clean sweep, Gen- 
eral, after the 4th of March.” 

They say that Gen. Harrison smiled a pleasant 
sminile and intimated very clearly that this would 
be the case. Whether Gen. Harrison saia so 
or not the Olio visitors have spread the report 
around pretty effectually during the day, and 
it carried great joy to the hearts of the Repub- 
lican politicians. Gen. Lew Wallace is one of 
the leading Republicans here who believe that 
there ought to be and there will be aclean 
sweep. He is one of the “ big five’ whe are 
close to Gen. Harrison, which makes anything 
he may say of some weight. Several of the 
Electors cailed upon him to-day. He was told 
what the Ohio men were reportiag—wkat Gen. 
Harrison had said about changes—and he made 
this remark: 

“De you know what Gen. Harrison’s first 
speeeh at the tirst meeting of his Cabinet will 
be? I willtell you. He will sit at the head of 
the table and he will say: ‘Gentlemen. I have 
called you here not for consultation, but for in- 
struction. My instructions are that you go back 
to your offices and within 30 days replace all 
the Democrats in your departments with Re- 
publicans,’” ; 

Gen. Wallace’s werds were reeeived with great 
applause, and in conjunction with the story 
about Gen. Harrison’s sentiments has produced 
great joy in the politicians’ hearts. This has 
certainly been a great day for the politicians— 
Dudley virtually acquitted and a report that 
pe ob is to be a general distribution of the 
oftices.

DUDLEY ESCAPES PRISON 


A REMARKABLE CHANGE OF 
FRONT BY JUDGH WOODS. 
HE CHARGES THE GRAND JURY THAT 
THE INFAMOUS “ FLOATERS” LET- 

TER IS NO EVIDENCE OF CRIME. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 15.—For a time the Re~ 
publieam politicians here have actually stoppea 
diseussing the distribution of the offices in their 
jey over the escape of Col. Dudley from the 
State prison, for that is what they justly es- 
teem the charge which Judge Woods made to 
the jury of the United States Circuit Cours to- 
day to mean. 

Dudley’s offense in writing the infamous 
“‘floaters in blocks of five” letter, is made pun 
ishable, if punishable at all, by the provisions 
of section 5,511 of the Revised Statutes of the 
United States, which says in its last clause that 
apy person who aide, counsels, procures, or ad- 
vises any voter, person, or officer to bribe a 
voter, or attempts to do so, shail be punished. 
It has been contended by the Republican law- 
yers here that under the provisions of this see- 
tion Dudley eould not be found guilty, or 
even indicted, uniess proof should be 
obtained that acting under the advice. 
in his “floaters” letter, somebody had 
attempted to bribe a voter in a Congressional 
election. Of course such 4 construction would 
make his conviction practieally impossible, be- 
cause the District Atterney would not only 
have to establish the fact beyond a reasonable 
doubt that he wrote the letter, but he must 
establish that'some one of the scalawags whe 
got one of the ninety-odd copies whieh were 
sent into this State acted on its advice, and did 
attempt to buy a “block of five” and get them 
to vote fer a Republican Congressional candi- 
date at the last election. 

As almost the only way in whieh such testi- 
Mony can be gotis by one of the men who re- 
ceived a letter cenfessing his crime, it is easy to 
see why the Republican lawyers adepted this 
construction of the statutes, and the pelitical 
friends ef Dudley have caused it to be vehe- 
mently urged in the Indianapoiis Journal and 
other newspapers which they sontrol. 

Judge Woods, when the present Grand Jury 
was impaneled last December, at the beginning 
of the term of the United Statés Circuit Court 
here, did not adopt this view. Atthat time he 
distinctly told the Grand Jury in his charge 
that ‘the statute did make it an offense to 
simply advise another to attempt to commit 
bribery. He referred to the construction which | 
the Republican lawyers were even then laving! 
down, and repudiated it. Under Judge Woods’s' 
charge Assistant District Attorney Bailey laid: 
before the Grand Jury the testimony against 
Dudley. Recently he has had the aid of Judge 
Solomon Claypool, one of the ablest lawyers in 
the State. Both Judge Claypeol and Mr. 
Bailey say that they have laid before the Grand 
Jury testimony amply sufliciert to warrant the 
indictment of Dudley under the construction of 
the statute orizinaliy given by Judge Woods. 

Three weeks ago last Saturday tke Grand 
Jury took a recess until yesterday. During the 
recess all sorts of curious stories have been 
afioat and many mysterious whispers have 
been uttered in regard to a great coup in favor 
of Dudley which would take place as soon as 
the Grand Jury sheuld reassemble. Whether it 
was the coup which the Republican politicians’ 
have been predicting or not, acoup was struck 
to-day, and it was a coup de grace. 

Judge Woods called the Grand Jury before 
him this forenoon and, retracting the doctrine 
laid down by him in the first charge, came 
squarely areund to the doctrine of the Repub- 
lican lawyers and politicians. He told the 
Grand Jury, to quote from the verbatim sten- 
ezraphic report of his charge, that the 
‘mere sending by one to another of a letter or 
document containing advice to bribe voters, 
er setting forth a scheme for such bribery, how- 
ever bold and reprehensible, is net indictable. 
There must be shown, in addition, @n attempt 
by the receiver of the letter, or of seme other 
instigated by him, to execute the seheme by 
bribery, or attempt to bribe, some voter in 
respect te the election of Congreasman, er in 
such a way as to effect such election.” 

Of the 17 Grand Jurors, 7 are Republicans. 
It takes the aftiirmative votes of 12 Grand 
Jurors to ipdict. After the charge, in the prea- 
ent condition of political morals in Indiana, it 
is not probable that any Republican juror can 
be got to indict Dudley, no matter what the 
testimony maybe. Ever since the investigation 
began all that has taken place before the 
Grand Jury has been carried te certain Repub- 
ican politicians in a few hours, and they have 
been enabled to take action accordingly in be- 
half of Dudley. There is geod reason for be- 
Heving that these men have ascertained during 
the recess that the Grand Jury, netwitstanding 
that seven ef its members were Republicans, 
would vote to indict Dudley under the con- 
struction of the law made by Judge Woods at 
the opening of court. Judge Wovds’s new in- 
terpretation of the law has saved Dudley from 
any danger of punishment. He can now return 
to [ndiana and ask Gen. Harrison in person for 
the office which ne has earned. 





TROUBLE BREWING AT PANAMA. 

LitTtLe Rock, Ark., Jan. 15.—A private letter 
received in this city from R. W. Bergin, Assist- 
ant Master of Transportation of the Panama 
Railroad at Aspinwall, says: 

“Things are getting pretty shaky here and 
trouble is expected us soon as the werk on the 
canal closes down. Some 3,000 or 4,000 men 
have been thrown out of employment already 
by the stoppage of work by some of the ¢on- 
tractors on account of high waters. When the 
eompiete cessation of work takes place some 
10,000 men will be out of employment, and it 
is hard to say what may take place. For the 
present wa have two United States men-of-war 
at Panama and one French man-of-war om this 
side, (Aspinwall.) If the canal company can 
manage to pull through the present orisis all 
will be well, but if work is stopped only fora 
short time we may expect some exciting re- 
sults. 

“The time is ripe for another revolution. It 
has already been feur years since the iast one 
was suppressed, and the movers in it are too 
ready to take advantage of an opportunity te 
try it on again. The Government, by sending 
into exile the prime movers, has been abie to 
keep it down this length of time. It was only 
last Spring thata dozen of the prominent men 
of the isthmus were sent into exile. Ten thou- 
sand people, who have no idea of right or 
wrong, led by the native ‘liberators,’ as they 
call themselves, would make the beginning of 
auother Colombian revolution.”

NEW IMPLEMENTS OF WAR. 

NEW-HAVEN, Jan. 35.—The Winehester Arms 
Company of this city are making experiments 
with implements of war which are to be used 
on Government cruisers. One is by far the most 
penetrating projectile ever invented. It ls made 
of a metallic brass shell, invlosed in whieh is a 
steel bullet. The projectiles are of three sizes 
—the first weighing one pound, which will pen- 
etrate a two-inch steel plate; the seeond three 
peurds, penetrating a three-inch plate; the 
heaviest five pounds, and penetrating a four- 
inch plate. After being fired into the hardest 
armor of a vessel the pointofone of these pro- 
jectiles will be as sharp as when discharged 
from the gun. 

The other implement isa bomb. 2 cast-iron 
cartridge ge seven pounds. The mechan- 
ism is guarded with the utmost secrecy. When 
the bomb strikes against another object the 
concussion lights a fuse which ignites the ex- 
plosives inside the sheli. 

The inventor of these projectiles was Charles 
Hotonkiss, the famous gun manufacturer of 
this State. Lieut. Oldby, who is carrying on 
the experiments for the Government, uses the 
Hotchkiss rapid-firing revolving cannon. The 
experiments have thus far been satisfactory.

OmAHA, Neb., Jan. 15.—Each branch ef the 
Legislature took a vote at noon to-day for 
United States Senator. In the Senate Mander- 
son received 27 votes, McShane 6, and J. Ster- 
ling Morton 1. In the House Manderson’s vote 
was 75, MoShane’s 21, and Morton’s1. This in- 
sures Manderson’s election at 12 o’elock to-mor- 
row, when on joint ballot he will get 102 votes. 

The Electoral College also met and east 5 
votes each for Harrison and Merten for Presi- 
dent and Vice-President. The total vote of the 
State on Presidential candidates was 202,653, of 
which the Republican. candidate received 108,- 
425, the Democratic 80,552, the Prohibitionst 
9,429, Labor 4,226, and seattering 210.

A RAMBLING DISCUSSION 
THE SENATE. 

NO PROGRESS MADE WITH THE TARIFF 
BILL—RE-ELECTED SENATORS—THE 
DAKOTA BILL IN THE HOUSE. 

WAdsHINGTON, Jan. 15.—At the rate of progress 
wade to-day in disposing of the Tariff bill in the 
jJenate, the wool, tumber, and sugar schedules 
will hardly be reached by Tuesday next, the 
day agreed upon for putting the whole bill 
apon its passage. When the Senate met at 
noen to-day the pending question was on Mr. 

Vest’s motion to strike attar of roses off the 

free list and to insert salt in its plaee. Six 

hours later the Senate adjourned without hav- 
ing reached a vote on that question or any 

other connected with the tariff measure. A 

small portion of the sitting was spent in dis- 

sussing the Vest amendment on its merits, 

but the greater part of the day was wasted in a 

more or less interesting discussion of such well- 

worn topics as immigration, subsidies, farm 
mortgages, the effect of protection upon wages, 
the value of farm lands, labor North ana South, 
the recent Presidential election, amd illiteracy. 

The Republican Senators were more than usual- 

ly sour and crusty, and frem the presiding of- 

ficer down they were constantly finding fault 


with this thing and that In a way that added 
nothing to the dignity or harmony of the Senate. 

At the opening of the day's talk Messrs. Vance 
aad Vest announced that they were in error 
yesterday in eneasing of salt as on the free list 
trom 1846 to 1860. r. Vest gave Mr. E. P. 
Wheeler as the authority who had led him into 
the error, and this statement led Mr, Tellier 
sneeringly to remark thatit was as truthful as 
was te be expected from such a free trader as 
Mr. Wheeler. 

Thea Mr. Vest began the debate by showing 
from tables put into the xecord vy Mr. Teller 
that the cost of salt had decreased under a 
merely nominal duty. He wentonto say that 
Republican leaders had themselves in past 
years joined in attempts to make salt free and 
read from Congressional debates in support 
of higassertion, Among those who had done so 
in 1872 were Messrs. Dawes, Frye, Garfield, 
Hale, mie y and Hoar. Mr. Frye remarked 
that they had grown wiser since then, te which 
Mr. Vest ne gees that their present course 
was due to the exigencies of the Republican 
Party. Mr. Hiseock apene yesterday of the 
idietic people whe waated free salt, and Mr. 
Vest made good use to-day of this expression 
while showing bow ‘eminent Republicans have 
argued and voted for salt duty free. 

Mr. Hiseock made what eapital he could out 
of the recent declination of some of the Demo- 
cratio Senators to follow Mr. Vest in voting for 
free coal. He contended that while the tax on 
salt was nominal? the only thing that saved the 
salt industry from being crush out of exist- 
enee was the action of the New-York and Mich- 
igaa Legislatures in giving it liberal aid. 

Mr. Palmer, whose State furnishes ene-third 
of the salt product of the country, expressed bis 
surprise that anybody should want the tariff 
tax taken off salt, for in all tbe range ot lezisla- 
tion nothiue so well displayed the great benefits 
of protection as the duty on salt. The Salt As- 
sociatien of Saginaw received a warm eulogy 
from Mr. Palmer, who was sure that it protected 
the weak as against the strong and especially 
guarded the interests of the public. He admit- 
ted that the trust was not formed tocheapen the 
cost of salt to the consumers, but that had been 
its practical effect. 

Mr. Vest contended that the cest of salt had 
increased since the trust was formed, and 
neither Senator succeeded in cenvineing the 
other that he Was in error. Mr. Palmer gravely 
informed the Seuato that the Michigan salt 
manufacturers were making no money at all, 
and were simply trying to furnish work for 
their men. 

Mr. Piumb talked about the great salt depos- 
its in Kansas, and Mr. Teller insisted that the 
salt tariff was not a burden upon the people, 
and painted a pathetie ploture of the condition 
in which tho country would find iteelf if it 
should beeomwa involved in a foreign war, have 
ita ports bleckaded, and be without salt works. 
The Colorado Senator’s chief arguinent, how- 
ever, waa the one so steadily relied upon by the 
Republicans to meet all complaints against all 
tariff items, thatthe tax was 60 small that it 
was not worth talking about. 

Mr. Vest could net see what the amount of 
tax had to dy with the principle, and then he 
pointed ont that the Republican argument was 
really an admission that tariff taxes were paid 
by the consumers, the latter being a fact that 
Republican Senators always denied, and which 
was to-day denied by Mr. Dawes and Mr. Ald- 
rich. Mr, Vest and Mr. Hiscock had a some- 
what spirited controversy as to the effect of the 
tariff upon prices. 

Mr. Butler, who has not eften been heard in 
the tariff debate, contended that no system of 
taxation, high or lew, had anything whatever 
te do with wages. The ideathat a protective 
tariff inereased the wages of American laborers 
he believed to be a fallacy pure and simple. Mr. 
Aldrich tried te trouble Mr. Butler by asking 
if the South Oarolina Senator thought the 
laborers in the rice fields of his State could com- 
pete with the rice laborers ef India if there was 
no duty on rice. The Rhode Ieland Senator was 
hardly prepared to hear the emphatic “ Yes, 
Sir,’ with which Mr. Butler responded, 
and he gave up his attempt to break 
the Senator down. Mr. Butler also 
grieved the Republicans by deelaring that 
a protective tariff did not give increased 6m- 
pleyment to labor, but on the contrary, up to a 
certain point, it restricted employment through 
the operation of trusts and combimations to re- 
duce and regulate production. Mr. Dawes 
broke in with a contradiction, but Mr. Butler 
declined to modify his statement or his belief. 
Mr. Teller also triea to anawer the Senator from 
South Carolina, only to draw out as emphatic 
assertions as before. The Colorado Senator in- 
solently declared that, as a Democrat, Mr, But- 
ler had no right to talk about labor as he did, to 
which the latter Senator replied warmly that 
he had a seat in the Senate and with it the right 
to speak his mind on any subject. : 

Mr. Reagan deolared that the industries of the 
country bad already been disorganized by the 
protective tariff system and earnestly protested 
against the Republican methud of treating the 
farms of the country, not as part of an Ameri- 
can industry, but asso many fields of plunder 
for the benefit of the manufacturera, The 
Texas Senator was Very bitterin denunciation 
of the protective system ard the Finance Com- 
mittee’s bill and brought out another speech 
from Mr. Hiscock. 

Immigration, farm mortgages, farm values, 
and a dozen other topics played their dg in 
the disonssion, and the subject of building up 
the South was treated at considerable length by 
Messrs. Hiscock and Butler. The latter insisted 
that to reduce taxation was the way to raise 
the South, and the former asserted oyer and 
ever again that the salvation of the South de- 
ponder upon the protective tariff. Finally the 

ew- York Senator got around to arguing that 
protective duties raised wages. 

After the discussion had gone on for five 
hours Mr. Blair jumped up and announced that 
the realand only secret of the cheapness of 
labor in the South was the ignorance of South- 
ero labor. With this remark the New-Hamp- 
shire Senator mounted his favorite hobby, and 
rode reugh-shod over his weary fellow-Senators 
With statistics of illiteracy and the relative 
values of educated and ignorant labor. The 
Senate was pretty well exhausted when Mr. 
Bisir finally took his seat, but Mr. Hoar, who 
haa received the news that he was to stay in 
the Senate another six years, was determined, 
to putin a lot of figures about the value of agr}- 
cultural lands in Massachusetts and in Sout 
Carolina, and he did so. He also announsed his 
discovery that mortgages upon farm iands 
were so many signa of life and healta and pros- 
perity. When Mr. Hoar had finished the Sen- 
aters were too tired either to talk or vote, and 
so the bill went over until to-morrow, with the 
free salt amendment etill waiting for a vote.

Mr. Ford’s committee on immigration held a 
long session to-day and considered the report 
submitted by the Chairman and the bill drafted 
by Mr. Oates. The report in substance recom- 
mends that all intending immigrants be com- 
pelled to give three months’ notice of their 
intention to come to this country, and to sub- 
mit to an examination by a United States con- 
sular agent er other proper officer as to their 
eharacter, antecedents, and general fitness, 
upon the result of which will depend their ad- 
mission te the United States. It is also reeom- 
mended that prevision be made for the return 
to their native country of immigrants who, 
after two years’ residence in the United States, 
Bhall preve to be objectionable, and that the 
Government assume control of Castle Garden. 
The committee has as yet been unable to agree 
upon the fee or tax to pe paid by immigrants, 
Mr. Oates coutending for @ twenty-five-dollar 
fee te keep out paupers, Mr. Spinola favoring 
one as low as $1, and the other members hold- 
ing out for an ntermediate rate. 


The last hearing before the Senate Finance 
Committee in charge of the Tariff bill was upon 
garden produce, the orator being J. Eugene 
Parker of Sheiter Island, Suffolk County, N. Y., 


who said: “We farmers demand a duty of 25 
cents a bushel on potatoes, 15 cents a bushel on 
turnips, 2 cents a head or iy cent @ pound on 
eabbage, and sauerkraut, which is a form of 
cabbage, taken off the free list; $4 a barrel or 1 
cent a pound on cauliflower, Jn salt or brine; 5 
cents a dozen on eggs, or 8 cents a dozen on 
egg yelks or eggs preserved in any form.’”’ Mr. 
Parker sustained his demands by along state- 
ment showing the produetion of garden truck 
and eggs in this country, and the great amount 
et both imported under the present customs 
arrangements. - 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs has 
completed the Naval Appropriation bill. The 
new bill will carry an appropriation of $20,000,- 
000 in round numbers.

And merchants, who first have 
to swear to their entries down town and then go 
several times to Laight-street to look after their 
packages, find that the relation is a very closé one, 
while the distance is anything but convenient. 

2. They claim, erroneously, that the bulk of the 
packages Sp me threugh the Apperaee © Stores 
consists of dry goods and goes north of Canai-street, 
The Appraisers themaelves, however, estimate that 
enly 130,000 of the 470,006 packages which they 
handled last year were textile fabrics, against 240,- 
000 packages of other merchandise. The impor- 
taneée of the latter is still greater than these figures 
indicate, fur of most articles when required for cx- 
amination at the Appraiser’s only 1 in 100 must go 
to their stere, against 1 in 10 of dry goods. 

It is evident from this comparison that the inter- 
ests of textile fabrics are less important than those 
of general merchandise. 

To the merchants up town it is no greater hard- 
ship to ebtain their packages frem down town 
than itis now to the down-towners to get them from 
uptown. Dry govis people also should not forget 
that the large interests in general merchandise have 
remained stationary in the lower pp nt of the city, 
while they have moved further and further up town. 

For the convenieuce of the dry goods trade I sug- 

est that one station, or two, be established at the 

oot of Canal-street, another say at Twenty-third- 
street, where lighters should carry twice daily all 
the packages from the Aporarees 5 etoros, belong: 
ing to the merchants of the vicinity, desiring suc 
delivery, a8 s00n a8 passed. Such packages should be 
landed trom the lighters to the pier of such station, 
and remain in the custody of the Custom House 
service until they are called for a A owners.

PREPARING FOR THE TRIAL OF THE 
GREAT PNEUMATIC CANNON. 
Arrangements are nearly completed for 
the official test of the new 15-inch pneumatic 
guns designed for the cruiser Vesuvius. The 
navy yard steamer Nina was placed yesterday 
under the orders of Lieut. Bradley A. Fiske for 
the purpose of laying out tho range buoys to 
be used in the official firing. Lieut, Fiske, who 
is a member of the official board, was engaged 


throughout the morning with the laying off of 
therange by accurate calculation. At 1 P. M. 
all was ready for thé planting of the buoys, 
The spots at which the buoys will be anchored 
are the centres of the rectangles {n which, at 
the various ranges, 50 per cent. of the shells 
fired must be dropped. 

The range, as laid out, comprises three dis- 
tinct firing distances—the rectangles into which 
the projectiles must be dropped at each dis- 
tance being, respectively, from the muzzle of 
the gun, 200 yards, 1,000 yards, and a mile dis- 
tant. he dimensions of the rectangles on each 
of the ranges is 50 feet by 150 teet. This area 
is even less than the surface exposed by the 
deck and side of a vessel of war of the average 
armored type. A vessel whose beam is 50 feet 
would be decidedly out of proportion if possess- 
ing 5 lemgth ever all of lesa than 225 feet. 

Throughout the day the work of filling the 
shells with the dynamite and explosive gelatine 
disks went steadily on. This work was donein 
the magazine under the casemate, Mr. Bachelor 
being in charge. On the open sea wall men 
were busily employed in loading the plugs, or 
shells, with sand, the weight of the latter yon 
made to correspond as nearly ag possibie wit 
that of theshell loaded with dynamite and ex- 
plosive gelatine. These sand shells will be used 
1n the trial which precedes the official test, and 
will also be fired over the different ranges for 
preliminary shots on the day of the final and 
official trial. Their use serves to rectify any 
error arising from deviation, atmospheric 
changes, aud various other causes. _They are 
the shots which a rifleman uses in feeling his 
targets botore opening up the reeord firing. 

The main body of tho shell, which is brass, or 
rather of acomposition metal the greater por- 
tion of which is brass, 18 over 6 feet in length. 
Itis 15 inches in diameter, tapering, however, 
in the form of an ordinary ordnance projectile 
atitstorward end. Extending to about 6 fest 
in the rear of the shell is a shaft, fitted on its 
extreme base end with flanges of the diameter 
of the piece, This tail piece —— to the 
stiok of a rocket, and serves to balance the 
shell in its fight, thus preventing what is known 
as balloting or tumbling. 

The shell] is made in two pieces to facilitate 
loading, the explosive substance being fitted in 
place in the form of disks, each of which in the 
main body of the shell is about four inehes 


runs the core of dynamite, and surrounding this 
core is the body of explosive gelatine. The 
whole weight of the shell when loaded and 
ready for firing is 600 pounds. The eost of eaeh 
shell is $900. 

The requirements of the guns mounted on the 
Vesuvius is a rapidity of tire of not less than one 
shot in every two minutes from each gun. It is

RUNAWAY MUSTANG’S WORK. 


FOUR PERSONS INJURED DURING HIS 
RUSH THROUGH THE STREETS. 

A Mexican mustang ran away yesterday

The scared horse then ran against the horse 
and truck of James Fitzpatrick, which were 
standing In front ef his feed store, at 531 West 
Forty-second-street.

A NUMBER OF: BILLS INTRO- 
DUOQKD IN BOTH HOUSES. 
PROPOSAL FOR A NEW BRIDGE TO BROOK- 
LYN—ANOTHER CENSUS MEASURE IN- 

TRODUCED IN. THE SENATE. 

ALBANY, Jan. 15.—One of the most curious 
and at the same time corrupt methods of legis- 
lation developed within recent years is that of 
jumping a bridge charter through the Legisla- 
ture and “holding itfor a rise.” The number 
of men who are utilizing their intellects for the 
purpose of pushing bills through the Legislature 
which wijl enable them to hold the franchise of 
bridges at certain advantageous spots is cer- 
tainly remarkable. The great success of the 
Brooklyn Bridge and the rich harvest that 
Brooklyn real estate speculators have reaped 
within the past six years encourage gentle- 
men with keen foresight to the belief that there 
is money in contrelling bridge charters, par- 
jesteriy those affecting New-York and Brook- 
yn. 


Senator Worth introduced a bill of this kind 
this morning. In justive to the Senator it may 
be said that he received it from some Brooklyn 
roreee and did not read it. It incorporates the 

rand Bridge Company and authorizes the con- 
struction of a railroad and general traffic bridge 
ever the East River. The capital is placed at 
$10,000,000, divided into shares of $10U each. 
Ten Directors shall manage the affairs of the 
company and tix the rates of toll for use of the 
bridge, appurterances, and approaches thereto 
and stations, and from time to time change tile 
fame. All railreads desiring to connect with the 
bridge shall have equal rights. Provisions are 
made under existing laws for the condemnatfou 
ofland. The bridge company is empowered to 
merge and eonsolidate its capital stock, fran- 
chises, and property with any other aa 9a) hn 
chartered in this state. I[t is authorized toissue 
bonds under general laws. Dividends are lim- 
ited te 10 per cent. perannum. Within 30 days 
from the passage of this act the Mayor of Now- 
York and the Mayor of Brooklyn are to appoint 


two persons who, together with Abraham H.® 


Daily, Gen. Charles Sooy Smith, and Michael 
O’ Keeffe, Cemmissioners, .are empowered to 
locate the bridge, which location shall not be 
changed except by and with the consent of a 
majority of the five Commissioners, They sha)l 
appoint some plaee in New-York to open the 
books .an@ recelve subscriptions to the capital 
stook. The Commissioners shail be paid by the 
corporation $15 a day, and all necessary ex- 
penses, As soon as $200,000 in stock is sub- 
scribed the Commissioners shall preside at the 
first election for Directors and the duties of the 
former wiil then ¢6ease. 

In view of Gov. Hill's efferts to frustrate the 
will of the people in having a census taken in 
1885, Sonator Linson has attempted to over- 
come some of the disadvantages which the 
people have labored under by the introduction 
of a new Census bill. It provides for the enum- 
eration of the iuhabitants of this State this 
year. It authorizes the Secretary of State to 
transmiton or before the ist day of May in 
such manner as he may think proper to each of 
the County Clerks twice as many blank returns 
as there are election districts in their respective 
counties. Enumerators must be appointed by 
this time. County Clerks shall supply the 
enumerators with the blank returns, On the 
lst of June next the enumerators shall proceed 
to take the cansus, ascertaining the sex, ago, 
citizenship or alienage, and the occupation 
of the inhabitants. The returns of the 
enumerators are to be filed with the County 
Clerk before July 1, and each County Clerk 

hallimmediately transmit on receipt the re- 
turna to the Seeretary of State by express. The 
latter upen reeeiving the duplicate returns 
shall prepare and report tothe Legislature a 
general account of the enumeration, specifying 
the result. The enumerators are to receive $3 
a day, to be paid out of county funds. The Sec- 
retary is empowered to fill any vacancy among 
the enumerators. A apecial provision is mao 
for taking the census among the Indians. The 
sum of $10,000 is appropriated to enable the 
Secretary of State to vegin the work. 

The first attempt at a coalition between the 
Platt Republicans and the County Demuvcratic 
Senators took place to-day, when Senator Lang- 
bein called from the table the resolution which 
he introduced a week ago relative to the open- 
ing of the American Museum of Natural History 
on Sundays, and calling upon the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment and the Department 
of Publio Parks, respectively, to report to the 
Senate within 10 days how much money was 
appropriated for it In 1887. He wanted 
the resolution passed at once, but met 
with vehement opposition from Senator 
Ives, who did not believe the Legislature 
sheuld interfere with institutions that are 
sustained by the funds of New-YorkCity. Only 
last night a biil had been introduced on this 
same subjevot which had been referred to the 
Gommittee on Cities. He did not see why this 
resolution sheuld not go through the same 
course, and wade a metion to that effect. 

Mr. Langbein fought hard on his position, and 
was supported by Senator Erwin, whose con- 
scientious scruples oppose the opening of mu- 
seums on Sunday. Mr. Langbein said it was 
well known that the present course of tho 
Trustees was governed pacgely by tho threat of 
Morris K. Jesup and otber rich men, who had 
collections valued at $150,000 contained in 
the museum, and who threatened to 
withdraw them if the museums were opened 
on Sunday. Ho had a letter from ex-Mayor 
Hewitt who said that there, were eneugh liberal- 
minded citizens in New-Yerk who would make 
good the loss incurred by the museums in epen- 
ing on Sunday. Senator Ives’s motion to refer 
the Langbein resolution to the Committee on 
Cities was carried by the following vote, 
which ia interesting ay showing the disposition 
of the Platt Senatersa to stand by the County 
Democrats; Republicans in roman, Democrats 
in italics:

LEHIGH VALLEY’S MEETING. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jap. 15.—There was no cpn- 
test of any kind at the annual meeting of the 
Lekigh Valley Railroad Company. The entire 
Board of Directors was re-eleeted. There was 
so little interest in the meeting that the atterd- 
@nce was unusually small. At a subsequent 
meeting of the board Charles Hartshorne was 
re-elected Vice-President, Robert H. Sayre Seo- 
ond Vice-President, John B. Murrett Third 
Vice-President, William C. Aldersen Treasurer, 
Jobn R. Fanshawe Secretary, aud Israel W. 
Morris Agsistant Secretary, 

The annual statement shows income from all 
sources, $12,353,739; operating expenses, 
$7,128,234; leaving $5,255,504 as net earnings. 
From the net earnings $2,081,284 was paid as 
interest on bonds, $1,890,876 as dividends, and 
$967,873 vas charged to general expenses, in- 
terest on floating debt, taxes, loss un Morris 
Canal, and estimated depreciation, 

This left $285,470, whieh was carried to the 
credit of the profit and loss aceount. 
The operating expenses show an increase 
over 1887 of $985,839, and in this 
item 18 buried the expenses of the Mud Run 
disaster. But notwithstanding this the surplus 
above the tixed charges is $2,176,346, an in- 
crease of $181,493. The capital stock having 
been increased last year the amount disbursed 
in dividends was $306,795 greater thanin 1887. 

The coal tonnage for the year was 7,950,- 
447 tons of anthracite and 74,887 tons of 
bituminous; tetal, 8,025,334 tons, an in- 
crease of 1,141,377 tons over 1887. This was 
aceomplished netwithstanding three and a half 
months ef idleness In two important regions, 
The coal tonnage of the Pennsylvania and New- 
York Canal and Railroad Company was 2,229,. 
156 tons, an increase of 64 per cent. The 
property has been leased to the Lehigh Valley 
and hereafter no separate report will be made, 
Two additional ateamers of 2,500 tons capac- 
ity each are under contract for lake traffic. 
Twenty-two engines and 2,500 eight-wheel cars 
were built during the year, and 10 additional 
engines and 2,000 coal gondelas of 60,000 
pounds capacity have been ordered and are 
under cunstruction. 


CREDIT MOBILIER AGAIN. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 15.—Judge Butler, in the 
United States Circuit Court, filed an opinion to- 
day discussing some of the exeeptions to the re- 
port of the Master in the Crédit Mebilier litiga- 
tion. By the opinion the Recelvership is con- 
tinued to give the State of Pennsylvania the 
opportunity to prosecute its claim for $224,- 
863 67 for taxes, 

In his opinion Judge Butler says: “The sourt 
is satisfied with the Mastor’s disposition of 
Barton H. Jenks’s claim and the costs arising 
out of its presentation. The exceptions filed by 
Mr. Jenks on this account are therefore dis- 
mnissed. Weare also satisfied with the Master’s 


recommendation that the motion to dismiss the 


Receiver and vacate the injunetion be held over 
until the State has opportunity to test its right 
to taxes elaimed. It is certainly true that liti- 
gation which has extended over several years 
should not be unnecessarily continued, we 
are not entirely satisfied that an exerelse of 
the vigilance now exhibited by the State would 
‘not sooner have discovered the facts on which 
its claim is based and haveite right to recover 
determined. In view, however, of all the eir- 
cumstances, and especially of the fact that 
an allowance of the motion now would probably 
deprive the State of all remedy, we think it is 
proper to withhold action until it has time to 
Dave the claim passed upon in the manner pro- 
vided by the State statutes. If the claims should 
be sustained we will then allow the intervention 
prayed for on condition that the State furnish 
the funds necessary to the Crédit Mobilier 
asainst the Union Pacific Railroad Company. 
These claims rave not been prosecuted hereto- 
fore for want of means todoit. There must be 
no Jack of diligence on the partof the State in 
recevering sy iegnen for thé taxes nor in fur- 
nishing the funds referred to. If there shall be, 
the motion will be allowed, and counsel sre at 
liberty to eallit up hereafter whenever ther be- 
lHeve in view of what is here said it snould be 
allowed.”

CANADIAN CARS DUTIABLE. 
DETROIT, Mich., Jan. 15.—Officials of the 
Grand Trunk and Michigan Central Railway 
Companies are greatly ¢xerocised over an order 
promulgated last Saturday by the Customs De- 
partment in this city. The erder reqnired that 


all Canadian oars used as part of a throngh line 
between Atlantic points and the West by Cana- 
dian routes be held at Detroit until duty on 
each car is paid. 

The order felllike a bomb among the rall- 
reads, and steps were immediately taken to 
secure Governmental interference, 

Collector Campau has accordingly demanded 
from the Michigan Central officials the duties 
on these cars, butno answer has yet been re- 
ceived. The point in controversy between the 
Customs Department and the railroad officiate is 
as to what constitutes ‘international traffic.” 
The railroads claim that a car built in Canada 
Gan transport merchandise from any point in 
the United States. The customs authorities 
concede this. The railroads, however, make a 
further claim that when this Canadian-built car 
reaches a United States point, say Chicago, it 
can be there reladen for another United States 

Oint, say New-York, if, in its transit te the 
atter point, any portion: of the route 
runs through Canada. Thisclaim the customs 
authorities deny. The latter claim that the 
mere fact that a part ef the route is through 
foreign territory does not constitute what is 
termed international! traffic, that the destina- 
tion of the goods is what zoverns the questien, 
and that cars carrying goods between American 
points are in the domestio traffic, regardless of 
the route taken.

The Housatonic Road's petitien will 
also be haeked by a favorable report frem tho 
eommission. Itis already as good as settled 
that the capital increase asked for by both 
roads will be authorized. 

In the Benate, in spite of the pledge of secrecy, 
the principal committee Chairmanehips can_ be 
dafinitely announced. Senator John M. Hall 
gves to the head of the. Judiciary Committee 
nud the leadesship in the Logisiature. Senator 
James Grenam of New-Haven will be Chairman 
of the Ratiroud Committee, and Senator Vv.

ative work. 

Nothing will be watehed with greater inter- 
est through the session than the appointment 
of Judges on the Supreme and Superior Coart 
benches by Gov. Bulkeley. The vewer ef ap- 
polotment was vested in the Governor eight 

ears ago, and the aystem is really in its in- 
ancy yot in thig State. Prior to 1880 the 
Judges of the upper courts were elected by the 
Legislature. Up to 1856 the term of office was 
during good benavier, the age limié for service 
being 70 years, In 1856 a constitutional amend- 
ment was adopted making the term of eftice 
eight years. In 1880 a second constitutional 
amendment was carried, giving the power of 
pomination te the Legislature to the Governor. 
Gov. Hobart BK. Bigelow of New-Haven was the 
first Chief Executivs who exercised the author 
ity given by the change in the Constitution. 
He placed two new men, 6x-Gov. Charies B. 
Andrews and Henry Stoddard of New-Haven, 
on the Superior mrt beneh. Ohief-Justice 
John D. Park of Norwich and Associate Juss 
tices Elisha Carpenter and Dwight W. Pardee of 
this city were reappointments. 

The ‘terms of the Chief-Justice, Associate 
Judges Carpenter and Pardee, and Superior 
Cours Judge Anarews will expire in 1890, com- 
pelling tae selection of their successers during 
ths current .biénnial session. Judge Park has 
been en the bench sinee 1864 and has been Chief- 
Justice since 1874. Hewilll be past 69 years 
of sg¢ at the conclusion of his present term, 
and 18 practically ineligible for reappeia tment. 
Judge Carpenter will be 66 years old when his 
termends. But the constitutional disqualifiea- 
tion in his case would not be reached for four 
years from that time. It is considered probable 
taut he will be advanced to the Chief-Justice- 
ship. He has been on the bench since 1865, and 
is cbe of. the most competent and scholarly 
jurists in the State. ; 

Judge Pardee willbe 68 years old at the ex- 

tration of his term. He has been an able 

udge, serving continuously since 1872, Ase he 
would reack the constitutional limit in two 
yeara after reappointment, itis no& considered 
reasonable toexpect hisretention. The remain- 
ing Associate Justices are Dwight Loomis of 
Vernon and 8. B. Beardsley of Bridgeport. 
Judge Loomias’s term will expire in 1891 and 
Jndge Beardsley’s in 1895. Both will closely 
approximate the eonstituttonal limit when at 
the end of their terms. There is a universal 
teeling that Judge Andrews will be reappointed. 

The two new nen most frequently spoken of 
for the Judgeships te be filled are Senator Hall 
et Windham and Charles J. Cole of this olty. 
eth are able lawyers, and both are on the in- 
side lines of Conneetiout pelitios at present.

KLBVAIED ROAD LITIGATION. 


DECISION IN A SUIT GROWING OUT OF 
THE TRIPARTITE AGREEMENT. 

A suit growing out of the tripartite agree- 
ment of the Manhattan, Metropolitan, and New- 
York Elevated Railway Companies, and known 
as the Beveridge case, was decided yesterday 
by the Court of Appeals. Judge Gray handed 


down an opinion affirming thejudgment of the 
lower court, and all his associates conourred. 

The suit was begunin July, 1884, by James 
Beveridge, but he died and it passed in the 
name of his Exeoutrix, Cornelia Augusta Bever- 
idge, his widow. it was originally against the 
New-York Elevated Railroad Com any and the 
Manhattan Railway Company. e trial was 
in May, 1885, and in.Aprif, 1886, Judge Cullen 
handed down adecision dismissing the com- 

laintas to the Manhattan Cempany, and giving 

udgment against the defendant, the New-York 
Elevated Company, that it should transfer cer- 
tain shares of stock in suit to the plaintifi, anda 
that upon gaid stock it should pay a dividend of 
6 per cent, per annum for the period demanded. 
Thera was an appeal to the General Term, 
which resulted ina deeision the following De- 
eomber (1886) affirming the judgment of the 
Speeial Term, Last Februar the plaintiff ap- 
pealed from the judgment of afiirmance to the 
Court of Appeals, with the result made known 
yesterday. 

During 1879 the Manhattan Company made a 
lease with the New-York ompan in which it 
agreed to pay to the New-York Company a 
rental of 10 per cent. per annum upon the cap- 
ital stock ef the New-York Company, in Oc- 
tober, 1881, an agreement was entered into be- 
tween the companies by whish the rental was 
reduced to 6 percent. In May, 1884, all the 
railway property belonging to the Now-York 
Company and heretofore held by the Manhattan 
Company under the lease and agreement was 
surrendered up to the New-York Company and 
was operated by it until August of that year, 
when a new agreement was enteredinto, In

pectations, and the attempts of the Directors to 
eftect a merger agreement and, if possible, im- 
er the earning ca paolty of the railroads not 

aving been suecessful and all attempts of the 
Manrhattan Company to meet its obligations 
having failed, on or: abeus July 1, 1881, the 

dompany became insoltent and 
made default in the payment ef the 10 per cent. 
rental en the stock of the New-York Company. 

The first and most important point presented 
to the Court of Soyeuse was thatthe contract of 
guarantee stamped upon the certificate of stock 
of the New-York Cempanx wasa contract be- 
tween the Manhattan andthe New-York Com- 
panies solely, to which the stockholders were. 
not parties or privies, and upon which the 
plaiatiff could have no right of action against 
either company. The point was also made that 
no fraud was established on the trial. 

As to hew this decision will affect other suits 
bearing on the distribution ef $26,000,000 of 
stook will depend on the details of the opinion. 
The lawyers expect them to-day. 

The Court of Appeals yesterda 
a decision in the ease of Charies B. Pond against 
the Metropolitan BWlevated Railroad Company. 
In December, 1885, the plaintiff obtained a ver- 
dict of $2,500 against the eompany for damage 
to property on Amity-street, at Macdougall- 
street, This waa aflirmed at General Term, and 
now the high tribunal reverses the judgment 
and grants a new trial.

LIGHT ON SAMOAN PROBLEMS. 





PRESIDENT CLEVELAND SENDS A MES- 


SAGE TO CONGRESS, 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—The President has an- 
ticipated Mr, Frye’s proposed exploiting of tho 
Samoan question, When Mr. Frye proposed an 
investigation and se timed it as to intercept 
Consul Sewall on his way back te Samoa, with 
the hope that a committee would be aple to ex- 


tort from him testimony taat would exhibit Sec- 
retary Bayard as willing to surrender every 
American contention in Samoa, the Republicans 
were greatly elated. Mr. Bay was not at all 
distressed, although be regret that the Gov- 
ernment representative should be delayed in re- 
turning to his post at a corigical time. The Prea!- 
dent, without waiting tor the smelling commit- 
tee to parade its opinions, sent to the two houses 
late this qfterncen @ message on the Samoan 
situation, in which be plainly asserts that every 
Ameriean interest has been contended for and 
German aggression protested against with 
promptness and vigor, 

Gen. Harrison could have done no more if he, 
instead of Mr. Oleveland,had happened to be Pres- 
ident. It will not be long before he will have a 
chance to try for himself the task of settling for- 
eign disputes, and some of the Democrats are 
wondering whether the new Administration will 
80 revolutionize the conduet of diplomatic nego- 
tiations that hereafter the United States will be 
able, without circumwlecution or the slightest 
delay, to command the attention of all the for- 
eign powers and the unquestioning concession 
of every proposition made by Mr. Blaine or 
oeene other Secretary of State under Gen, Har- 
rison, 

President Cleveland’s message transmitting 
Secretary Bayard’s report and the Samoan cor- 
respondence to Dec. 21, 1888, is as follows: 


‘The information thus laid before the Congress 
is of much importance, since it has relation to the 
preservation of American interests and the protec- 
tion of American citizens and their property in a 
distant Jocality and under unsuitable and unsatis- 
factory government. In the midst of the disturb- 
ances which have arisen at Samos such powers 
have been exercised as seem to be within executive 
control uuder the Oonstitution and laws, and 
which appear,to accord with our national policy and 
condition, to restore tranquillity and secure the 
safety of our citizens, through negotiation 
and agreement with Great Britain and Germany, 

hioh, with our own Government, constitute the 

eaty powers interested in Samoan eace and 
quiet. The attempt has been made to define more 
clearly the part which those powers shall assume 
in the government of that country, while at the 
game time its autonomy has been insisted upon. 
These negotiations were at one time interrupted by 
such action on the part of the German Government 
as appeared toj be inconsistent with their further 
continuance, ee 24 

“Germany, howevér, still asserts, as from the 
first she has done, that she has no desire or inten- 
tion to overturn the native Samoan Government, or 
to ignore our treaty rights, and she atill invites our 
Government to join her in restoring peace and 
quiet. But thus far her apt oerene on this sub- 
ject seem to lead to such a preponderance of Ger- 
Man power in Samoa as was never contemplated by 
us, aud ig inconsistent with every prior agreement 
or understanding, while her recent conduct as be- 
tween native warring factions gives rise to the aus- 

neton that she is not content with a neutral posi- 

on. : 

‘Acting under the restraints which our Constitu- 
tion and laws have placed upon the executive 
power, I have insisted that the autonomy and in- 

ependence of Samoa should be scrupulously pre- 
served according to the treaty made with Samoa by 
the powers named andthe other agreements and 
understandings with each other. I have protested 
ggeines every act apparently tending in the opposite 

irection, and during the existence of internal dis- 
turbances one or «mere vessels of war have been 
Kons in Samoan waters to protect American citizens 
and property. These things willl abundantly ap- 
ear from the Sores 
ave been submitt the Congress, 

“Arecent collision between the forces froma 
German man-of-war stationed in Samoan waters 
and a body of natives rendered the situation so ael- 
feate and critical that the war ship Trentou, under 
the immediate command of Admiral Kimberly, was 
ordered to join the Nipsic, already at Samoa, for the 
better protection of our citizens and in furtherance 
of efforts to restore order and safety, The attention 
of Congress ig especially called to the instructions 
given to Admiral Kimberly, dated on the 11th inat,, 
and the letter of the Secretary of State to the Ger- 
man.Miniatef, dated the 12th tnet.. which will be 
found among the papers herewith submitted. 

“ By means ef the papers and documents hereto- 
fore submitted and ose accompanying this com- 
munication the precise aituation of affairs in Samoa 
ig laid before the Congress, and such exeoutive ac- 
tion as has been taken is fully exhibited. The views 
et the executive in respect to the just policy to be 
yereusd with regard to this group of islands, which 

fe im the direct highway of the growing and im- 
Eeriest commerce between Australiaand the United 

states, have found expression in the correspondence 
and documents which have thns been fally com- 
municated to Congress, and the subject in its pres- 
ent stage ia submitted to the wider discussion con- 
ferred z the Conatitution upon the legislative 
branch of the Gevernment.”

The charge of Judge Woops to the Grand 
Jury in Indianapolis in the case of the 
Dudley letter seems to us to contain a 
peculiar doctrine in regard to the instiga- 
tion of crime. He holds in eftect that it is 
no offense if it is not proved that the in- 
stigation caused the crime to be committed. 
An attempt to bribe voters or to induce 
others to bribe them is not an offense unless 
itis proved that the attempt succeeded. 
According to Judge Woops not only is it 
necessary en a trial to prove by competent 
evidence that instructions for the bribery 
of voters were carried out ia the specific 
case charged in order to convict a person 
giving such instructions, but it is necessary 
to produce such proof even before an in- 
dictment can be found. This practice of 
prejudging questions of evidence and of law 
that might be controverted on a trial and 
s0 preventing cases from ever coming 
to trial seems tous to be rather perilous, 
particularly so in political cases. The 
meaning of the Dudley letter was plain 
enough and made perfectly clear what 
DUDLEY was trying to do. It seems tous 
that it was of itself an offense against the 
law, but if it was necessary to prove that 
he succeeded, the trial was the place for 
proving it and not the Grand Jury room. 
Judge Woops seems to have been induced 
to change his view of this case in the last 
two months, and it looks as though there 
‘were more politics than law in his charge 
to the Grand Jury. 








There was a goed deal of talk but no defi- 
nite action in the Senate yesterday on the 
amendment admitting salt free of duty. 
One of the most prominent of those who 
took part in the debate was Senator But- 
LER, who does not very often speak. Yes- 
terday he pleaded for lewer taxes for the 
South as against those who would force 
protection on that section regardless of the 
desires of the people or their own ideas as 
to their interests. Mr. ALDRICH undertook 
to confuse Mr. BUTLER by asking him 
if he supposed that the laborers in 
the rice fields of South Carolina could com- 
pete with those of India if there was no 
duty on imported rice. The answer was 
given promptly, “Yes,” and Mr. ALDRICH 
subsided. There is no reason to doubt that 
this very fairly represents the feeling and 
opinion of the intelligent men in the South, 
where, if nowhere else in the Union, there 
still remains some confidence in the capac- 
ity of the American race to earn their own 
living. 











Senator Hoar’s assertion, made in the 
Senate yesterday, that the existence of 
mortgages on farms is ‘‘a sign of life and 
health,” may net be accepted as sound doc- 
trine by farmers, but it is in accord with 
the tenet of the ultra-protectionists that a 
tax is a blessing.

“When heads 
of colleges talk in that way, the 
chronic frenzy of the Saturday Review 
when Mr. GLADSTONE is in question 
shows at least that this mode of political 
discussion is not the idiosyncrasy of a par- 
ticular publicist, but represents with fair- 
ness the cultivated classes in England. 
Happily for both England and Ireland, 
general elections are apt to show that the 
Oxford colleges and the London clubs do 
not reflect the opinion of the British Nation. 








The process by which a new Panama 
Canal Company is to erected on the ruins 
of the old one is not clearly described in 
the recent dispatches from Paris, but it 
appears that the new organization will 
obtain all the old company’s rights and 
privileges, and will start out with an issue 
of $6.000,000 in shares, to which a second 
issue of an equal amount will be added 
*‘in case of necessity.” If the first lot of 
shares shall be sold, undoubtedly the sec- 
ond lot will be placed on the market with- 
out delay. But what can the cempany 
do on the Isthmus with $12,000,- 
000? Its representatives admit that 
at least $80,000,000 will be required. 
To the new shares must be added 
new bonds, if they can be sold. And the 
holders of the old shares and bonds that 
have a face value of more than $400,000,- 
000 must be content with that part of the 
net profits of canal traffic remaining after 
the new investors shall have received their 
interest, in the distant future. The holders 
ot theold shares and bonds would lose 
nothing by exchanging these securities for 
a mortgage on one of the canals that seem 
to have been made on the surface of the 
planet Mars. 








The isthmus will need close watching 
during the next few months, since a gen- 
eral stopping of work on the canal would 
leave a great many people idle and angry 
there. These might be led te riot and in- 
surrection by professional agitators and 
revolutionists, of whom there is never a 
lack in Central America; and in fact, asa 
railroad official grimly puts it, another 
revolution is about due now in Colombia, 
as the last one happened néarly four years 
ago. It is quite possible that as Secretary 
WHITNEY’S administration of the Navy De- 
partment came in with*an uprising on the 
isthmus which required the landing of our 
forces there, so it may go outin the same 
way. A treaty made with New-Granada 
requires our Government to see that travel 
across the isthmus is protected. Still, the 
probability is that trouble will not come for 
some time yet, as is indicated also by the 
ordering away of the Trenion from Panama 
to Samoa, where the situation is more crit- 
ical. The Mohican, now at Mare Island, 
is ready for sea, and can take the Trenion’s 
place at Panama, while the Vandalia, at the 
same yard, could follow herif required, and 
the Iroquois is also under repairs. To the 
other side of the isthmus, at Colon, half a 
dozen vessels could be sent if necessary, in- 
cluding the three fine steel cruisers Atlanta, 
Beston, and Chicago. 








IS THIS PROTECTION? 

On Saturday, the 12th, the Senate com- 
mittee’s substitute for the House Tariff 
bill being under discussion, Senator GRAY 
of Delaware proposed an amendment to 
the section (2,510) providing for the 
exemption from taxation ‘of imported 
materials for shipbuilding. He pointed 
out that this section was nearly iden- 
tical with that of the Revised Statutes, 
enacted in 1883, “in pursuance of the 
policy that then seemed to. receive 
the assent of all parties,” in order to 
“ enable the builders of vessels for fofeign 
trade to receive their material at a rate 
that would allow them to compete upon 
more just and equal terms with foreign 
builders of the same class of vessels.” This 
provision was so framed that it could be of 
service only to the builders of wooden ves- 
sels). The Senate committee had added 
** plates, angles, and beams.” Senator GRAY 
proposed to exempt the following: 

“Deck and bulb beams, together with all struct- 
ural shapes of iron or steel and copper and com- 
positien metal, forgings of iron or steel, castings 
of iron, steel, or composition, flues and tubes of 
fron, steel, or composition, machinery and parts 
of machines, and all other articles of foreign 
production necessary for the construction and 
equipment of steamers or other vessels built in 
the United States for foreign account and own- 
ership, or for the purpose of being employed in 
the foreign trade.” 

Mr. GRAY explained that his object was 
to place iron shipbuilding upon the same 
footing as the building of wooden ships. 
If this project should succeed, if it should 
be found that with free imported materials 
for building and fitting iron or steel vessels 
for the foreign trade or for foreign account 
such vessels could be built in this country 
in competition with foreign builders, then 
the Senate would have the satisfaction of 
having aided in practically establishing a 
new industry, since nothing of the sort was 
now done or could be done within the limits 
of the United States, not a blow was struck 
by an* American mechanic in the con- 
struction of steamers for the foreign trade 
either on our own or foreign account, 
not a dollar of American capital was de- 
voted to such enterprises or to the wages of 
men employed in them. One would be in- 
clined to say that this was as perfect, com- 
plete, and logical a protectionist propo- 
sition, as protection is defined by its own 
supporters, as could be imagined. It was 
promptly objected to by Mr. SHERMAN on 
the ground that free machinery was in- 
cluded. ‘‘ When. you name machinery,” 
said the astute Ohio statesman, *‘you in- 
elude too much and deprive American citi- 
zens ot the manufacturing of these 
articles.” Mr. GRAY might have  re- 
plied that it would stili be open 
te ‘“‘American citizens to manufacture 
these articles” and to sell them, if 
they could, or would, do so cheaply enough 
to leave any profit for the shipbuilders or 
any chance for the ‘sbipowners to compote 





with the owners of foreign-built ships. But 
Mr. GRAY seemed determined to be very 
gentle with his opponents, and he pointed 
out simply that he proposed to do for the 
builders of iron ships only what had al- 
ready been done for the builders of wooden 
ships. To the former machinery was as 
necessary as sails to the latter. 

Moreover, by the next section (2,511) of 
the Senate bill all materials for the repair 
of American vessels in the foreign trade 
were admitted free. The principle was the 
same, and he would be quite willing to place 
his amendment on that section and admit 
free all materials for the repair or construc- 
tion and fitting of such vessels. But this 
explanation did not satisfy Mr. CHACE 
of Rhode Island nor his colleague, Mr. 
ALDRICH. They wished to know why ship- 
building should be selected for encourage- 
ment; would the Senator from Delaware 
stop at thatindustry ? Plainly they thought 
that this was only the entering wedge. If 
the Senate were to indulge in being reason- 
able and logical who could say when the 
end would come. To these rumors Mr. 
Gray replied in the following candid and 
manly fashion: 


“Tf we ean we should relieve at any point an 
industry that suffers from this protective legis- 
lation. Here is one that manifestiy does. It is 
conceded on all hands that your protection has 
80 Shut in and closed the avenues of profitable 
enterprise that this great enterprise, to wit, the 
iron shipbuilding industry for foreign account 
and to engage in foreign commerce, is absolute- 
ly extinct in this country. Why should we not 
all jein hands, whether we be high protection- 
ists or those who do not believe in the protective 
theory as advecated on that side, in order that 
we may uplift this American enterprise and 
again put upon its feet American shipbuilding 
in acondition to compete with rival industries 
in foreign countries? Weneed not antagenize 
each other upon the theories of protection and 
tariff reform in order todo this. We see that 
the protective tariff, which is advocated on the 
ground that it is useful to all the industries of 
this country, that it premotes the prosperity of 
all the people of this country, in this one in- 
stance is crowding down and pressing out of 
existence an industry asimportant as any in 
this country. Why should not we, if we cau, lift 
the bars at one point witbout assailing the pro- 
tective tariff at any other, and give a chance for 
this industry to get upon its feet; not only thas 
it may encourage that much of American labor 
engaged in the construction of the hulle and 
machinery of ships, but to send our flag all over 
the world and encourage the ownership of Amer- 
ican vessels engaged in foreign trade, and make 
& new avenue for American capital and Amer- 
ican enterprise not now possessed by us. 

“There are no industries such as those that 
provide plates and angle bars, machinery, pre- 
peller wheels, and iron or steel castings, which 
are now rendered possible as an adjunct to that 
branch of shipbuilding. There is no iron or 
steel forging now made anywhere in the United 
States for a vessel to be engayed in the foreign 
trade because no such vesse! can be built in 
this country. Therefore if we allow American 
shipbuilders by this concession in our tariff 
laws to build a vessel forthe foreign trade we 
have not hurt any American industry, but we 
have greatly helped a most important one. 
That seems to me to be plain. We are making 
no assault upon any industry. We are seeking 
to take the profit from no capitalist, to diminish 
the labor of no workman, but only to add to 
the sum of American industries this industry 
of constructing ships to engage in foreign com- 
merce.” 


Mr. FRYE of Maine having intimated that 
he might go part way with Mr. Gray, the 
debate was postponed to Monday, the 14th. 
When it was renewed, Mr. FRYE, while de- 
clining to go so far as toinclude machinery, 
expressed the hope that the Finance Com- 
mittee would allow an amendment admit- 
ting free of duty “forgings, rivets, and 
steel castings.” This much, he said, was 
prayed for by the Bath shipbuilders in the 
ever-faithful State of Maine.. The commit- 
tee would donothing of the kind. Mr. Gray’s 
amendment was voted down by a strict 
party vote. Then Mr. FRYE’s very modest 
proposition was put. He voted for it. So 
did his colleague, Mr. Hate. Not another 
Repubtican sustained them. Mr. SHERMAN, 
who had on Saturday committed himself to 
the principle very explicitly, backed down. 
The amendment received twenty-four votes 
against twenty-two. Messrs. FRYE and 
HALE were frightened. They had done a 
rational, apatriotic, a consistent, and decent 
thing. The shock was too much for them. 
They looked about for a loophole for re- 
treat. They happened to remember—per- 
haps Mr. ALLISON refreshed their memory— 
that they were “ paired.” They declared 
that they must withdraw their votes, and 
they did. The plea was a cowardly and 
dishonorable subterfuge. Their “ pair” 
was simply an agreement not to vote for 
any proposition the Senators they paired 
with would have voted against. Had those 
Senators been present they would have vot- 
ed for the Frye amendment, as did Messrs. 
HALE and Fryer. This trick brought the 
vote down to a tie, and the amendment was 
lost. The Maine Senators had a narrow 
escape from doing a good deed honestly. 
They are not likely to expose themselves 
again to such a risk. 





PLATT AND THE ELECTORS. 
There is nothing. in Mr. Tom PuLatt’s 
latest device in electioneering that ought 





‘to surprise the people of Albany. They 


have for a long time been aware that no 
overstrained notions of delicacy restrained 
Tomin the pursuit of his objects. Never- 
theless they seem to beastonished as well as 
disgusted at the trick by which he violated 
the decencies of life and the hospitalities of 
a social occasion in order to get an “‘in- 
dorsement” of himself as a fit and suitable 
person to be a member of President Harrr- 
son’s Cabinet. 

lt is to be borne in mind that the occasion 
on which Tom saw a chance to ‘corral’ the 
Electors was in no way political. The Fort 
Orange Club is an unpartisan and unpolit- 
ical body. It offered its hospitality to the 
Presidential Electors of the State as such, 
and not as Republican politicians. The 
theory, or rather the working theory, upon 
which Presidential Electors have. been nom- 
inated in this State is that they are the 
most respectable and presentable members 
of their party, and that their ‘personal char- 
acter and standing are calculated to help 
the candidates whom they represent. The 
practice has at least conformed to this 
theory until this year, when the Republic- 
ans departed fromit. Inasmuch asthe oflice 
is nothing but a compliment there seems to 
be every reason why it should be conferred 
upon the most distinguished men in the 
party, by way of showing the people of the 
State whom the party delights to honor. As 
we remarked when it was selected, the 


Republican Wiestaral ticket wae wade up 





of the most obscure names ever presented 
in this State by either of the great parties 
as its ornaments. There were not more than 
three or four names on it that were known 
throughout the State, and most of the men 
nominated were utterly obscure. The ene- 
mies of the Republican Party in New-York 
have not accused it of not having more pre- 
sentable names than it presented, and why 
it should have selected these nobodies 
was apuzzle. The puzzle seems now to be 
solved. ToMran the convention and Tom 
may have thought. that if the ticket was 
successful he would have less difficulty in 
working it for all that it might be worth to 
himself if it were composed of small local 
workers than if it were made upof Repub- 
licans of character and position. 

At any rate, that has proved to be the 
case. A body of men such as have hereto- 
fore been appointed to cast the Electoral 
vote of New-York would be very unlikely 
to promote Tom’s ambitions in any event. 
They would be likely to repel with disgust 
one of Tom’s agents taking advantage of a 
social occasion to trot about soliciting their 
certificates that Tom would adorn the 
Cabinet. That seems to have been the 
course actually taken by those Electors 
who gave to the body what character it 
had. The character of the others and the 
value and independence of their judgment 
upon Fom’s qualifications may be. inferred 
from a remark made by one of them. When 
the petition was presented to him he ex- 
claimed, with much innocence, that ‘*‘he 
thought WARNER MILLER was slated for 
the Cabinet,” and being assured that he 
was in error, signed the petition with an 
innocence if possible still greater. 

It seems clear that by these and the like 
means PLATT obtained the signatures of a 
majority of the Electors. When this peti- 
tion is presented to Gen. HARRISON, he, in 
his ignorance of New-York politics, may 
imagine that the Presidential Electors are 
the leading men they used to be in New- 
York, and are still in some other States, 
instead of the humble henchmen who only 
desire to know whether a candidate is 
regularly ‘‘slated” before concluding that 
he is the best man for the place. Even a 
man quite ignorant of New-York politics, 
however, has no excuse for being unaware 
that a Presidential Elector who is willing to 
use his place for the purpose of giving alift 
to a candidate for a suberdinate position is 
quite unfit to be an Elector. It is probable 
that upon this, as upon some other occa- 
sions, PLATT’S cunning has overreached 
itself. The disgust of the members, and 
especially of the Republican members, of 
the Fort.Orange Club, at having its hospi- 
tality thus outraged and its clubhouse 
turned into a Platt caucus, must be very 
great and is not likely to be abated except 
by the removal of its cause. A person who 
conforms his conduct to the standard of 
propriety evinced by this performance is 
obviously not asafe man for a President to 
have about in any confidential capacity. 

RAPID-TRANSIT JOBBERY. 

Simultaneously with the decision of the 
Court of Appeals which puts an end to the 
claim of the Metropolitan Transit Company 
to a franchise for building an elevated rail- 
road in Broadway appears a bill in the As- 
sembly to amend the Rapid Transit act of 
1875, one of the objects of which seems to 
be to open that thoroughfare to some other 
scheme. The fact that the bill is intro- 
duced by THOMAS J. CREAMER and provides 
for a comruission, two of whose members 
are to be appointed by the Mayor, may be 
presumed to indicate that itis a Tammany 
measure, or at least that it has the counte- 
nance and approval of Tammany. One of 
the three Commissioners named in the bill 
denies all knowledge of the matter. The 
others have not been heard from, but one 
isasafe Tammany man. What plans are 
concealed behind the bill can only be in- 
ferred. Itis a significant fact that tne pro- 
posed amendment of the act of 1875 re- 
moves the prohibition from the construction 
of a steam railroad on Broadway or on 
Fourth-avenue below Forty-second-street, 
and opens to such railroads all the streets 
of the city except Fifth-avenue. 

There have been many indications of a 
desire to get possession of Broadway for an 
elevated road. This seems to be one object 
of the revival of interest in the Charles T. 
Harvey plan of construction and of the at- 
tempt to get permission for an experiment 
with it practically at public expense. The 
Manhattan Railway Company has been 
suspected of a design for appropriating any 
promising scheme that might appear for 
getting a foothold in Broadway. We ob- 
serve that Mr. CHarLES P. SHAW looks 
upon the Creamer bill as a device of the 
opponents of the cable project which he has 
been so long and so persistently exploiting, 
and that he still cherishes the hope of 
securing through the Legislature the pow- 
ers and privileges that the Court of Appeals 
declared that he had failed to obtain 
through the Edson Rapid Transit Commis- 
sion. 

There are strong grounds for suspecting 
jobbery behind the Creamer bill, and 
there is great danger that the urgent de- 
mand for increased rapid-transit facilities 
for this city will be used in the interest of 
schemes that will enrich speculators at the 
expense of public and private rights and 
interests, and fail to provide a system such 
as we really ought to have. Wemust de- 
pend upon the Legislature for protection 
against the jobbers, and for favor toward 
some proper plan for real rapid transit. 
There is one thing which experience has 
fairly demonstrated. No more elevated 
railroads above the streets ought to be per- 
mitted, whatever the plan of construction 
or the method of applying the motive 
power. ‘hey cannot be prevented from 
disfiguring the streets and interfering more 
or less with private rights, and it has been 
amply shown how difficult it is to obtain 
adequate redress. But the strongest ob- 
jection is that we need real rapid transit, 
and it cannot be obtained by means of 
these unsightly structures in the streets. 

Any new rapid-transit line should consist 
ot four tracks, twoof which should be for 
through travel,’ with a speed of thirty miles 
an hour at least.. This cannot be attained 
by means of elevated roads over the streets, 
and if it could be so attained it would only 
be hy « setious obatsuction of the thateushe | 











fares. The appropriation of Broadway for 
a structure of the necessary width and so- 
lidity would simply be an outrage upon.the 
city, and it would be only less objectionable 
upon any other line. The Legislature should 
refuse to grant any further authority for 
elevated railroads in the streets of this 
city. There are better plans for solving 
the rapid-transit problem. All new lines 
should either go through the blocks and 
pay for their right of way, or, better still, 
they should go underground. There they 
would not disfigure the city or interfere 
with the use of the streets or injure private 
property, and they could be so solid in con- 
struction and perfect in equipment as to af- 
ford the highest rate of speed. It is time 
we made an advance in our methods and 
insisted upon a due regard for public rights 
and interests in this matter. The sole ad- 
vantage of these elevated railroad schemes 
is that they would permit the projectors to 
escape a certain amount of expense by ap- 
propriating to themselves what belongs to 
the public, and.thereby enable them to 
make more money through construction 
and stock jobbing. Their service would be 
no cheaper to the people, but instead of a 
fair profit upon an honest investment there 
would be speculative gains through flimsy 
construction and inadequate accommoda- 
tion. Ail this infamous rapid-transit job- 
bery should bestopped right here, and noth- 
ing should be authorized or countenanced ex- 
cept a solid and enduring system of viaduct 
or undergrdtind road, backed by substantial 
citizens, instead of politicians or specu- 
lators, and sustained by public sentiment 
instead of being carried through by plots 
and intrigues and the corrupt use of money. 








GROPING AFTER TRUTH. 

The reference in our special cable dis- 
patches of the 13th inst. to the recent for- 
mation of a Trust or similar combination 
by the thread manufagturers of Great 
Britain has moved our neighbor, the Trib- 
une, to inquire ‘‘as to whether a similar 
union of manufacturers would be effected 
on this side of the water,” and here is the 
result of the investigation: 


“A Tribune reporter’s inquiries among those 
most likely to be affected by the movement 
brought to light the fact that there already 
exists among American manufacturers an un- 
derstanding which enables them to fix the 
prices at which their product shall be sold, 
This combination serves all the important re- 
quirements of a Trust save that it cannut limit 
production.” 


It is notorious that this combination to 
fix prices and maintain them ata certain 
level with the aid of the tariff has been in 
existence for some years. The history of 
it was published last Fall in THE TIMES. 
“Combinations to prevent competition,” 
said the Yribune a few months ago, * are 
radically hostile to and destined to defeats 
the very object of the protectiye system.” 
But will the Tribune urge the Republicans 
of the Senate to reduce the duty of 53 per 
cent. by means of which this combination 
has been able to maintain aring price? This 
duty is retained in the Senate bill, but the 
Mills bill proposed to reduce it to 40 per 
cent. strictly in accordance with Mr. JoHN 
SHERMAN’S doctrine, now rejected by his 
committee, that ‘‘ combinations to prevent 
a reduction of price by competition may 
and ought to be met by a reduction of 
duty.” 

The Tribune also publishes the statement 
that the makers of window glass (duties 
ranging from 60 to 108 per cent.) will soon 
set up a Trust, ‘‘a regular Trust, fashioned 
on the plan of the Whisky Trust,” and 
that ‘‘a general advance of prices” is 
proposed, ‘‘the running factories dividing 
protits with those closed down.” Would 
such a combination be one of those that are 
‘radically hostile to and destined to defeat 
the very object of the protective system” ? 

The Tribune has also procured some infor- 
mation about the Halibut Trust of Glouces- 
ter and Boston. With a cruel disregard 
for the private interests of its protected 
friends it published on Sunday a story sent 
by its correspondent in Boston about the 
interest taken by the people of Gloucester 
in the new clause of the Senate Tarit? bill 
that places a duty on fresh fish. From the 
dispatch we take the following: 

* This clause was inserted through the infiu- 
ence of ex-Collector BABSON, who has been in 
Washingtou a great deal in the last two years 
and returned from there about a week ago. 
The fresh-fish trade is well combined here, and 
although fresh halibut coula come in free, no 
opposition was felt from provincial vessels, 
from the fact that the combination of halibut 


companies controlling all the markeis has things 
practically its own way.” 


This is the great Fitz J. BABSON, whose 
fulminations on fish and treaties frequently 
burdened the columns of the Tribune in the 
recent campaign. Can it be that all those 
terrific onslaughts upon the Administra- 
tion, those fierce attempts to twist the tail of 
the British lion and drive him howling to 
his iair, were made only todivert attention 
from the redoubtable BABSON’s iabors in 
behalf of a ring of tish dealers? This seems 
to be the disheartening*truth, for Mr. Ho- 
RATIO BABSON has been a prominent mem- 
ber of the Halibut ‘“*Combine,” and our dis- 
patches speak of him as the ‘‘ partner” of 
Mr. Fitz J. There seems to be a combina- 
tion of fish and patriotism. 

In a friendly way we advise the Zribune 
to persevere in its inquiries about combina- 
tions. In the course of time it may per- 
ceive the excellence of consistency. We 
remember that when the Albany Senators 
began their investigation of the Sugar 
Trust 1t remarked that it was ‘‘ not appar- 
ent to the casual observer what special 
benefit” would ‘result from” the inquiry. 
But afterward it became interested in the 
disclosed facts that have since been used 
for the successful prosecution of one of the 
Trust’s corporations.

THE BOSTON ORCHESTRA. 

A concert which is a source of unalloyed 
pleasure is such a rarity that it deserves some- 
thing warmer than ordinary praise.

instrumental body than to feed the audience on 
solid musical food. It is an objection easily dis- 
posed of. Weare well provided with serious 


music, and we have been treated to very little 
orchestral virtuosity so far this Winter. A solid 
symphonic programme would hardly have been 
as entertaining as Mr. Gericke’s well arranged 
mélange. 

The compositions offered were Haydn’s D 
major symphony, No. 2, written for London in 
1795, and one of the most delightful examples of 
the genialcompeser’s style, Moszkowski’s beauti- 
fully scored suite in F, three familiar Hungarian 
dances by Brabus, and Liszt’s symphonic poem, 
“Tasso.”’ The place of the last might Lave been 
filied with something possessing more to recom- 
mand it to lovers of honest music, but it served 
the general purpose of theevening. The Haydn 
symphony made an_ excellent preface to 
the display of orchestral technique, its 
symmetrical form, graceful melodies, and un- 
affected treatment affording a sharp contrast 
to the unconventional rythms and elaborate 
instrumeptation uf the modern compositions. 
The leap from Haydan’s primeval scoring into the 
rich and sometimes bizarre effects of Moszkowski 
was a fine lesson in the growth of the modern 
orchestra, whose marvelous development is 
strikingly brought home by the recollection 
that Haydn, the father of it, died in 1509, and 
Wagner was born In 1813. 

It would not be ditticult to write a great deal 
about the playing of Mr. Gericke’s orchestra 
last evening, but itis simpler and speedier to 
summarize by saying that it was an epitome 
of all that is praiseworthy in orchestral per- 
torwance. The fact that good writing for strings 
must always be the foundation of fine scoring 
is forcibly illustrated by the Boston organiza- 
tion. The wood and brass—always excepting 
that admirable first horn—are by no means ex- 
traordinary; but the noble body of strings, so 
sonorous, sO Focal, 80 Masculine, and 60 vital 
with reserve power, is the life and soul of this 
orchestra. Its tremendous strength came out 
with astonishing vigor in. the climaxes, and 
illuminated anew the wholesome truth that it 
is not necessary to assail the heavens with cor- 
nets and trombones in order to get a startling 
crescendo. 

Mr. Gericke’s style Is nuw well known here 
ana needs no description. His careful attention 
to the balance of polyphony and the emphasis 
of the important voices, together with his-em- 
ploy ment of the resourees of accentuation, was 
exhibited in its most favorable light. Mr. 
Gericke intends to return to Europe at the close 
ot his present season. Would that he could be 
prevailed upon to stay and continue his gved 
work in America.

William H. Sherwood, pianist, gave the 
first of three concerts at Chickering Hall yester- 
day afterneon. This concert,which could by no 
possible stretch of imagination be deemed an 
entertainment, was attended by a censiderable 
assemblage of persons, whe appeared to regara 
the proceedings with mila wonder. The most 
remarkable contributions to the afternoon’s dis- 
comfort were Miss Ellie Lonx’s rendering of 
Denza’s “Si tu m’aimais” and Miss Julia Wala- 
ron’s singing of the lamemnted Amina’s wail of 


anguish, knewn as ‘Ah, non credea.” Why 
Deuza’s *‘ Si tu m’aimais” should be sung at all 
may be difticult to decide; but there need be no 
hesitation in saying that there can be no excuse 
for singing it as it was sung yesterday. Miss 
Ellie Long, though possessed of a tolerable 
voice, has almost as much dramatic feeling as 
the pyramid of Cheops, and she sang with an 
expressiveness like unto that with which Friar 
Bacon’s brazeu head uttered its anquestionabie 
assertion, ‘Time is, time was, time’s past.”” As 
for Miss Long’s teacher, whoever that may be, 
it were better that he or she have a naillstone 
tied around ois or ber neck and be cast into the 
sea than that any more young peuple should 
have the misfortune to learn from him or her 
how not to sing. 

Miss Julia Waldron is a soprano with a voice 
which has been put through a wourse of matne- 
matical training untilit bas been redueed to an 
intinite negative. Miss Waldron’s eudeayors to 
give to ber airy nothing a local babitation in 
Chickering Halland a name in conservatory 
Italian were provocative of that partienlar spe- 
cles of pity which is not akin to love. 

Mr. Sherwood brought forward also Mr. W. 
Ward Stephens and Miss May H. Burnhat, 
pianists, who at least showed that they had been 
Well taught, though they revealed no com- 
mon ability. Mr, Sherwood himself, a Player 
of no mean accomplishments, was heard with 
pleasure.

HIS VALUABLE PAINTINGS TO GO TO THE 
METROPOLITAN MUSEUM. 

Mr. Henry G. Marquand, the well-known 
banker, bas given his collection of valuable 
paintings to the Metropolitan Museum of Art. 
The gift is an exceedingly generous one, for Mr. 
Marquand’s collection is not only one of great 
value in itself, but represents the patient labor 
of many years in getting it together. Moreover, 
he felt an absorbing personal pride in the result 
of his art researches, and determined to part 
with his treasures only after much deliberation 
and considerable hesitation. 

Vhe gift will greatly enrich the art stores of 
the Metropolitan Musenm, for the coilection 
represents the outlay of a princely fortune and 
contaias many gems. Mr. Marquand has a 
particular fondness for the old masters, and 
much of his time abroad was spent in gratify- 
ing that taste. His donation will include at 
least 35 paintings, and possibly more. Some of 
these were recently loaned to the Museum, but 
the most of them are new in the gallery of his 
residence, at Madison-avenue and Eighty-sixth- 
street. Mr. Marquand’s artistic tastes are not 
contined to paintings by any means. He is aleo 
very fond of sculpture, and his collection of 
bric-a-brac is one ef the finest in the country. 
It is understood, however, that his present do- 
nation will include only paintings. 

When called on by a reporter for THE Tove 
yesterday Mr. Marquand atated that all the de- 
tails of his gift were not yet complete, and thas 
he did not care to say anything about the mat- 
ter until such completion had been attained. 
He would not specify, therefore, the exaet num- 
ber of the paintings he had given away, nor 
woul’ he describe them. 

In the absence of a catalogue it ts difficult to 
.desoribe the eoliection in detail; but among the 
—- recalled at this time are a costly Van 

yke, a portrait from the Methuen collection; 
a Turner, represerting a view of an English 
Waterside town; a Zorg, shewing the interior of 
@ kitchen with servants at work; a Rembrandt, 
&@ half-length portrait ofa man ina soft hat; a 
Velesquez, aportraitof an Infantaof spain; 
portraits of two Dutch gentlemen standing, by 
Franz Hals, and a cartoon of # Biblical subject 
by Lucas van Leyden. 

These are only afew of the paintings, but 
they serve to show the general character of the 
collection, the value of whieh runs up into hun- 
dreds of thousands ef dollars. The reluctance 
of Mr. Marquand to speak freely of the dona- 
tion was shared by other gentlemen connected 
with the Metropolitan Museum of Art. They 
preferred to say nothing until the donor had 
spoken. 

Mr. Samuel P. Avery, the well-known picture 
dealer and one of the Trustees of the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art, professed to disbelicve 
that the donation had been made antil he was 
confronted with Mr. Marquand’s admission to 

at offect. Then he said that the collection 

as an extremely valuable one. and that it 
ranked with the bestin this sountry. He had 
sold Mr. Marquand some of the pictures, but 
the most of them had been bought in Europe 
by the banker himself... He knew of no catalogue 
ot Mr. Marquand’s collection, and was under 
the impression that none existed. Nor could 
Mr. Avery recall any of the pictures in that 
eollection, not even those that he himself had 
sold to Mr. Marquand. 

Mr. Eugene M. Glaenzer, the representative 
of Boussod, Valadon & Co., successors to Gou- 
vil & Co., was greatly surprised at the news of 
the donation and descrided it as generous in 
the extreme. He had carefully examined Mr. 
Marquand’s collection, and fully appreciated its 
great value. Its presence in the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art would materially augment the 
reputation of that institution as a repository of 
art treasures. 

The general effect of the donation in art cir- 
cles was a glad surprise, accompanied by mauy 
expressions of admiration for Mr. Marquand’s 
geucrosity as wellas by numerous congratula- 
tions to the general public on the benetits ir 
would derive from this splendid gift.

WANTING IO PUT AN ELE- 

VATED ROAD THERE. 

MR. CREAMER’S BILL AT ALBANY AMEND- 
ING THE LAWS SO AS TO MAKE THE 
SCHEME POSSIBLE. 

ALBANY, Jan. 15.—The first of the bills of the 
rapid-traasit procession has made its appearance 
at Albany. And, sure enough, it emanated 
from one of the Ratlroad Committee of the 
House, Thomas J. Creamer, who is generally 
regarded as having so powerful a backer as the 
Manhattan Elevated Railway—in other words, 
Mr. Jay Gould. ) 

Mr. Creamer’s billis a beautiful study in leg- 
islative diplomacy. It amends the Rapid Transit 
act of 1875 by abolishing the present system of 
Rapid Transit Gommissioners and appointing a 
permanent commission, Three wames are 
proposed by the bill, Andrew H. Green, Mr. 
Ben Wood, and George R. Sheldon. Tho 


first named is the former reform Contreller of 
the city, and at present one of the Exeeutors of 
Mr. Tilden’s will. The seeond is the former 
Congressman and at present editor’ of the 
Daily News ot New-York. Myr. Sheldon is a 
banker in the United States Bank building, and 
in. the past has done a great deal of business for 
magnates interested in the elevated railway sys- 
tem of New- York. 

If the bill rested here it would not be se ob- 
ectionable, but it goes further and introduces 
n element of politics that the people of New- 

York have every reason to scrutinize with the 
greatest eare. It bestows upon the Mayor of 
New-York power to appoint, within 30 days of 
its passage, two Commissioners who, in addition 
te Mr. Wood,{would give Taromany Hall control 

sor the eommission, and authorizes him to fill 

any Vacancies that may occur among the Com- 
‘missionors already appointed. The purpose of 
the bill unmistakably is the constrnction of an 
eievated railway on Broadway, for whieh Mr. 
Gould has been knocking in a disguised hand at 
the deors of the Legislature for years. The act 
of 1875 now reads: 

“Said Commissioners shall, within 30 days after 
euch organization, determine upon the necessity of 
such 8ieam railway or railways, and if they find 
such railway or railways to be necessar in such 
county they shall within 60 days after such organ- 
ization tix and determine the route and routes for 
such steam railway or railways, and they said Com- 
missioners shall have the exclusive power.to locate 
the route or rontes of such railway or railways ever, 
under, through, or across streets, avenues, or land 





= such county, except Broadway aud Fitth-avenne 
oelow Fifty-ninth-street, Fourth-avenue, and Forty- 
second-street in the city of New-York. 

Mr. Creamer’s bili proposes te except from the 
above section only Fifth-avenue entire and 
Fourth-avenue above Forty-second-street. By 

: what it does aot propose to except an elevatea 
railway can be built on Broadway, on Feurth- 
avenue, and on Forty-second-street, except 
where the structure now exists. 

Section 4 of the Rapid Transit act is amend- 
14 by Creamer’s bill to read as follows: 

“ But nethiog herein contained shall prevent the 
wonstructiou of an elevated or underground rail- 
way across such excepted streets, places, and 
aveuues in the cities of New-York and Brooklyn at 
“heir intersection only with other streets, places, 
and avenues.” 

Mr. Creamer, when questioned in regard to 
ths bill, refused tosay anything except: ‘Upon 
my honoras# gentleman, the bill 18 not‘intro- 
duced in the interests uf any corporation.” 


Mr. Sheldon, one of the gentlemen received 
es Commissioner, declared last night that the 
use of bis name was a.surprise to him. He had 
not known that he appeared so prominently in 
the measure until some friends spoke to him 
about it yesterday aftcrnecn at theclub. “ In 
fact,” he added, “I know nothing at all 
abeut it.”

FATE OF THE LAST, ATTACK. 
A SEVEKE BLOW TO THE METROPOL- 
ITAN TRANSIT COMPANY. 

A final and absolute quietus was admin- 
istered to the scheme of the Metropolitan Trans- 
ib Company to steal Broadway for an elevated 
railroad yesterday, by the decision of the Court 
of Appeals affirming tho decision of the General 
Torm of the Supreme Court of May 18, 1888, 
which overruled the decision of Judge Charles 
Donohue appointing Commissioners to condemn 
tho right of way through Breadway from Cbham- 
bers to Forty-second street. By this decision 
the city has achieved a signal and importast 
Victory over as impudent a set of speculators 
asever attempted to juggle the Legislature to 
their dishonest usas. 

The Metropolitan. Transit Company. was or- 
ganized by 27 men Jan. 13, 1867, under the gen- 
6ral railread laws of the State. It made no at- 
tempt to bulla a railroad unthl 1872, when, by 
a speciai act passed May 22, it Was granted a 
charter and the privilege of building a de- 
pressed, surface, and elevated railroad, er one 
or two of then, upon a route running threugh 
private property west of Broadway and Sixth- 
avenue, with branches aiso running threuzh 
private property, to conneet the Grand Central 
Station with the main line below Forty-second- 
street, and the Hudson River Railroad at 
Eleventh-avenue with the main line near Forty- 
third-strect, and a third, diverging frem tne 
maip line near One Hundred and Lenth-street, 
to the Harlem River. 

Over two years later, July 3, 1874, the ‘‘eom- 
pany” organized by the election ef officers, and 
Dee. 24 of that year, the company built a pier 
foundation ut Morris and Church streets. With 
this Deginning it remained satisfied until Dec. 
9, 1875, when it filed a petition for the appoint- 
ment of Commissioners ts condemn its rights ef 
way under the charter of 1872. From Dec. 29, 
1875, Judge Charlies Donohue kept the com- 
pany in nominal existence by postponing the 
hearings upon this petition from time to time, 
just as the lawyers for the company desired, for 
nearly 13 yeara, despite frequent attempts by 
the Corporation Counsel’s office to get the mat- 
tor disposed ef. 

In the meantime the company again applied 
to the Legislature in 1881 and secured another 
act authorizing the Poard of Engineers named 
in the act oft 1872 to complete their maps and 
plans and .the company to build its roads upon 
the routes as finally adopted by the :oard of 
Engineers. These maps were filed July 11, 1882, 
and were found te have carefully avoided the 
Original routes through private property, while 
they laid vut a trunk line “branch” from 
Chambers and Church streets, through Cham- 
bers to Broadway und up Broadway to Fifty- 
ninth-street, with a branch through Forty-third 
street to the Graud Central Station. Anamend- 
ment to sestion 18, Article I[I. of the Constitu- 
tion in 1874 prohibited the Legislature frem 
graaoting any more special charters for railroads 
in the cities of the State, but a little thing like 
that was not permitted to interfere witb the 
pians of the “company,” the composition of 
which was maintained as profound a secret as 
could be. 

Judge Donohue allowed the company to file a 
new petition in place of the o!d one Mareh 5, 
1886, and after some more adjouroments and a 
refusal to allow the owners of property along 
the line to intervene, the petition was brought 
to @ hearing which elosed July 27, 1887, and on 
Nov. 4 Judges Donohue rendered his decision 
granting the application of the company for 
Commissioners to decide how much should be 
paid to the city for the use of Breadway from 
Chambers to Forty-third-street. From this de- 
cision the Corporation Counsel appealed to the 
General Term, and May 18, 1888, Judge Ma- 
comber, delivering the opinion of the court, re- 
versed Judge Donohue’s decision, and found 
that a careful reading of the aet of 1872 
** would lead irresistibly to the conolusion that 
it was the intentiom of the Legislature to pro- 
hibit such occupation by the petitioner through 
Broadway, except to cross it at or near Forty- 
sccond-street.” 

From this decision the sompany appealed to 
the Ceurt of Appeals, which yesterday rendered 
its decision sustaining the decision of the Gen- 
eral Term. 

The opinion of the Court of Appeals, written 
by Justice Danforth, and concurred in by every 
other member of the court excepting Justice 
Gray, who did not sit at the hearing, is adverse 
te the Metropolitan Transit Company un several 

eints. , 

. The main one is that the company has endeay- 
ored to benefit itself by evading®the plain pro- 
visions of the act that give it birth. That act, 
passed in 1872, elearly detined the main line of 
the company as beginning at the Bowling Green 
and passing through private property and across 
streeta to the Harlem River. It aiso provided 
for branch lines to be laid out by the State En- 
gineer, the engineer ef the Croton Aqueduct, 
and an engineer representing the company. 
This board laid eut such branch lines in 1875. 

In 1882 the company got together a new 
board and had new lines laid, ene of them being 
the Broadway route, which it thereafter chose 
to consider as its ain line. It was to have the 
sum of money it should pay tor the oceupancy 
of Broadway determined that itapplied for the 
Appoimtment of Commissioners of Appraisal. 

Justice Danforth says that neither of the 
boards of engineers had a rightto definea main 
line for the company. “It 1s defined by stat- 
nte,” he saya. 

fie xdds: “No discretionary poweris vested 
in the board as to this line, and the company, if 
they took any part of the franchise as to the 
main line, were bound to take it as given. 
They could not operate over one street and 
avoid another, nor could they substitute a 
street not named. A charter must, be aceepted 
or rejected in toto. If accepted, it must be 
taken as offered by the Legi:lature. The one 
under which the claim is made contains no per- 
Buission and confers no power to accept in part 
and rejectin part. Tt follows that the branch 
live locations are ineffectual.

REVISED EXOISE LAWS. 





FAVORED BY THE JOINT COMMITTEE ON 
HIGH LICENSE. 

The Joint Committee on High License, 
representing the Citizens’ Committee on High 
License, the Church Temperance Society, and 
the Seciety for the Prevention of Crime, at a 
meeting held Monday evening adopted resolu- 


tions in suppert of the bill reported by the Ex- 
cise Commissien and presented a statement of 
its reasons for so doing. 

It holds that to make the laws most effective 
for diminishing the evils of the liquor traftic two 
classes of enactments are needed; one class, in- 
cluding @ variety of requirements having the 
common aim of making the administration of 
the excise system vigorous, certain, and har- 
menious; the other class, those which fix and 
deelare the kinds of licenses to be granted and 
the feesto be onarged therefor. While it is de- 
sirable to enact at once provisiens of both kinds 
in the most complete and effective form, yet the 
enactment of either would be a distinct gain, 
and would make lt easier to secure a complete 
hixn-license system in the near future. 

The bill prepared by the Excise Commission 
will, if enacted, substitute a complete and har- 
menious excise system in place of the now ex- 
isting chaos of Incongruous statutes upon this 
subject. While its license-fee provisions, though 
a greatimprevement upon those now in force, 
are not as satisfactory as those contained in the 
High License bill of last year, its general pro- 
visions are most comprehensive and valuable, 
and will increase the effectiveness of any high- 
license law which may be passed hereafter.

A BAREFACED SWINDLE. 


BOGUS TICKETS SOLD FOR 


IN CHICAGO. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 15.—A barefaced swindle has 
been perpetrated upon 300 or 400 people in this 
town who want to see Mr. Aronson’s company 
in ‘“‘ Erminie”’ at the Grand Opera House, and 
the swindle was so patent that the wonder is 
how anybody could have been deceived. Last 
evening there was presented at the door of the 
Opera House a piece of paper purporting to be 
@ pass admitting two persons. It bore Mr. 
Arofison’s name in print, the name of his com- 
pany, and the word “Ermiuie” in bold type. 
Below the latter were the words, “ Admit two 
persons,” the “two” being a tigure written in 
ink. With this valuable bit of paper were two 
pieces of pasteboard, apparently stubs of tick- 
ets, @ud representing seat coupons, The stu- 
pidity of the purchaser of these tickets is ap- 
parert when it is known that instead of the 
customary section, aisic, and seat number 
there was upon the coupons only a date printed 
with a rubber stamp. In most instances the 
date represented come day yet tocome. Many 
of these were received last night and this even-

It is conjectured that the purchasers of these 
alleged tickets supposed that they were issued 
for bill board or window privileges. Inquiry 
showed that the ‘tickets” were sold for 75 
cents for each seat. It is believed that nearly

be near'y $300. The ‘ tickets” are, of course, 
worthless.

From that time the market priee of the stuck 
began to go dewn, however. and though 6 per 
eent. dividends were kept up for half a dozen 
years the quotations eould not get above par 
till a year ago, when, for what fair reason no 
sensible men have ever been able to fathom, 
the dividend was jumped up to 61g per cent., 
thus creating enough of a stock market sensa- 
tion to hoist the figure up to 1197. 





The controllers of the Atchison property 
answered criticisms of this policy with ani- 
mated protests that this rise in the dividend 
rate had nothing to do with stock jobbing, and 
it was insisted, too, that the. increased rate was 
warranted by earnings und had come to stay.

OBITUARY NOTES. 





Constantine P. Ralli, who died of apoplexy Jan. 3 
at Syra, Greece, was one of the first to establish a 
Greek house in this city. He was born at Syra 
June 12, 1828, and when 26 years old established in 
this city a branch of the London tirm Rodocanachi 
& Franghiadi,a large Greek house, exporters of 
grain and coffee. This business he carried on suc. 
cessfully until the war, when he moved to St. Louis 
and established the firm of O, P. Ralli & Co. 
After five years he returned to this city and 
established the firm of Ralli & Fachiri, deal- 
ing largely in gold and foreign exchange. In 
1830 Mr. Ralliwas taken into the firm of Ralli 
Brothers, 13 Old-slip, and remained with it until 
18586, when his health broke down, and he retired 
from business and went back to Greece with his 
family. He leaves a widow, four daughters, and a 
son, who is the senior partner of Ralli & Searle, 1n- 
surance vrokers, 125 Pearl-street. Mr. Ralli was 
an early member of the Manhattan Club, a member 
of the Cotton Exchange, and at one time a Director 
of the Orient Insurance Company. 

Dr. William John Welch, who died of laryngitis, 
Monday, at his residence, 211 Henry-street, was a 


well-known physician on the east side, where for 
the last 20 years he has been in active practice. 
Dr. Welch was born in 1847 at Rondont and was 
graduated from the New-York University in 1866, 
after which foratime he became connected with 
St. Vincent’s Hospital, serving on the medical 
staff. In 1868 he began practic® on. Grand-street, 
and continued there until 1873, when he moved to 
Henry-street. In 1831 he was appointed School 
Commissioner and was serving his second term as 
such when, @ week from last Saturday. he was by 
illness compelled to resign. Three years ago he ran 
for Coroner on the County Democracy ticket, but 
was not elected. The funeral takes place this morn- 
ing trom his residence, the Rev. Father Hughes of 
St. Mary’s Church officiating. 

William Reed Ralph of thia city died at Morgan- 
ville, N. J..on Monday, at the age of 61. He was 
born in England, but would never acknowledge the 
fact. He spent 15 years as a sailor and officer in the 
whaling trade, and witnessed the founding of San 
Francisco. He was in business at Honoluin when 
the war of secession broke out, and at once eame 
to this country, enlisting ia the MNighth New-Jersey 
Volunteers. He resigned only when he lost a leg at 
Gettysburg.

Leon Abbett say they want a caueus held this 
week to pass upon the claims of the ex-Gov- 
ernor and those of United States Senator Mc- 
Pherson to the coveted prize. Senator Me- 
Pherson, 16 is understood, does not want a 
caucus held before next Monday night, the 
day before the ficst formal ballot isto be taken 


in the legislative session. Abbett’s strength has 
evidently been on the wane ever since the 
Legisiature met. A week ago he claimed to 
have 16 of the 43 Democratic votes, or 6 less 
than a majority of the caucus. Now he does 
notappear to have more tian 11 or 12, and 
some well-informed politicians say he has not 
more than 6. His desire for a speedy caucus is 
explained on the supposition that he simply 
wants to demonstrate the fact that he can con- 
trol enough votes to prevent the electien of 
McPherson, even ifhe cannot win himself. It 
is freely declared that five or six of the Abbett 
men intend to bolt the nomination of the pres- 
ent Senator. 

Some of Abbett’s friends are occasionally 
heard to deolare that he will win yet, and that 
“he is into stay.” They claim that he was 
most unfairly deprived of the ~~ which 
was his due two years ago, en three 
Democrats united with the Republicans te elect 
Blodgett to tae Senate; that m that fight he 
was not honestly and earnestly supported by 
MePnerson; that in view of. the situation then 
he is now entitled to the fruits of Democratic 
victory; that inthe election last Fall it was 
generally understood, aad indeed, until within 
a few weeks ef this election it was declared by 
MoPherson himself that he was nota candidate 
tor re-election, and it was generally understood 
that Abbett was the party’s choice for Sena- 
tor, without opposition. Moreover, it is claimed 
for the ex-Governor that the Democratic vic- 
tory in New-Jersey, net only for the general 
tioket but especially for the Legislature, is due 
to the solid support of the liquor interest, which 
was largely brought about by the efforts of Mr. 
Abbett, who was their counsel in their tight in 
the Cuurts against the Republican anti-saloon 
legislation; that their contest tor the election 
of Democratic members of the  Legis- 
lature was largely organized 
ed by him, and that through hig 
aivies and persuasien more than $50,000 
was spent in Hudson County alone by the 
Liquor Dealer’s Association, as much more in 
Essex County, $12,000 in Passaic County, 
$10,000 in Mercer County, $15,000 in Union 
County, $10,000 in Middlesex County, and pro- 
portionate sums in other counties, all of which 
inured to the benefit of the party; that it was 
by these efforta, that Passaic County, usually 
Republican by 1,500 majority, elected a Demo- 
cratic Senator, and thus secured to the party 
its supremacy in both branches of the Leyislat- 
ure, for the.first time in 10 years. 

[tis alse elaimed for Mr. Abbett that he is the 
choice of the Ronian VUatholic element in the 
party, whose favor he wom when 1n the State 
Senate and when Governor by aiding them to 
secure linportant legislation in their interest. 
This element is. helping him warmly in his 
present fight. He is also supported by Con- 
gressman Pidcock and ex-Senator J. B. Cornish 
ot Warren County, who, between them, control 
Hunterdon’s Senator and two Assemblymen, 
and Assemblyman Hoover of Warren, the con- 
victed liquor seller who was elected by the 
same people who only six weeks before gave 
600 majority for prokibition in his Assembly 
district. 

On the other hand, Senator McPherson’s 
friends claim that he enterea the contest in 
New-Jersey last Fali only because he saw that 
not only New-York but New-Jersey was hope- 
lessly lost to the party unless the most vigorous 
measures were taken to save the day. New- 
York he perceived was irretrievably gone to the 
Republicans, and he told the leaders so the 
Thursday before the election. He then gave 
the New-Jersey Democratic State Committee 
$50,000 to replenish their bankrupt treasury, 
and thereby . inspired them to make a 
hoveful fight for success in the State, 
at a time when Republican success in 
New-Jersey was assured. He also threw 
Rimeelf into the canvass with his accustomed 
energy and sagacity, distributed of his ample 
means With a Most generous hand, giving be- 
tween $40,000 and $50,000 to various candi- 
dates for the Legislature, aud even since the 
elestion has generously refunded to sunarys 
members more or less mythiocai “expenses” 
attending their canvass. While Mr. Abbett 
trusted to all sorts of miscellaneous ‘‘in- 
fluences” tnat he has tried to bring to bear upon 
the members, Senater MoPherson has impressed 
himself directly upon them, and in the most 
direet possible way, that comes home to the 
pocket of every candidate about election times. 

There is no doubt that he is the boldest and 
most sagacious leader of the Demeeratic Party 
in New-Jersey to-day. Nor do Democrats forget 
how, in 1884, he came to the rescue of the 
hopelessly-defeated party in New-Jersey on the 
Friday before the election, put in $4,000 
himself, and, with the help of Addi- 
son Cammack and a few others raised a 
fund of $100,000 on that night where- 
with he se stimulated the energies of the bank- 
rupted State Committee and leaders every where 
throughout the State that they rallied at the last 
momeut and earried the State for Cleveland by 
over 4,000 majority. There is scarcely a Demo- 
cratic member of the Legislature who is net 
under direct obligations to the Senator for help 
in the past. It is not to be wondered at that he 
has the votes of 10 of the 11 State Senators for 
his re-election, even if it be for a third term, the 
very name of which is usually ge distasteful to 
Democrats. 

He has another element of support tine value 
of which is not to be despised in New-Jersey. 
The Pennsylvania Railroad is understood to ba 
warmly in his faver. While ex-Gov. Abbett 
has managed to antagonize a large faction of 
his own party, all the Republicans, and most of 
the railroads by his course in the past, Senator 
McPherson manages to kecp on good terms 
with everybody. Hence it would seem impossi- 
ble to organize a successful bolt against him. 
A ‘“‘srtike” was attempted against him six years 
ago, when he was elected to the Senate. Five 
Democrats entered into a combination to refuse 
to support the caucus nominee until they had 
been “secon” and convinced that it was to their 
interest to doso. It was freely said that it 
would take at least $30,000 to overcome their 
opposition. Then Senator McPherson planned 
and carried out one of the boldest schemes to 
circumvent them. Threuxzh his business con- 
nections and Pennsylvania Ruilroad aftiliations, 
and perhaps by other influences, he persuaded 
81x orcight Republieans to take the ground that 
it would be ruinous to party discipline te permit 
a tew ‘‘bolters” thus to defeat the decree of a 
Party caucus, and as the Democrats had a ma- 
jority on jeint ballot, and were entitled to the 
Benater, these virtuous and high-toned Repub- 
licans declared that if a Democrat was to be 
elected they weuld vote for Senator MePheraon 
rather than sce the littic cabal of his enemies 
win in their plot. 

When the belters got wind of this they came 
in to tell the Senator that they had concluded 
to support him, relying upon his generosity to 
do the fair thing. Then was the moment of his 
triumph. With magnificent audacity he polite- 
ly told them that De had votes enough without 
them; that, in fact, he would rather not have 
their votes, as if they voted for him 
now it would be charged that he 
had bought them, which, of course, they 
very weil Knew he would scorn todo. Amazed 
ana dumiounded they withdrew. This story is 
told now as a hint to would-be bolters, It is 
generally believed that in case of alike neces- 
sity the Pennsylvania Railroad would furnish 
the Senator with enough Republican votes to 
offset any bolt of disaffected Abbett men. 

Of course, the Keptblican managers are 
watching fer any possidle chance this Demo- 
eratic family quarrel may afford them of pick- 
ing up the disputed prize, but it is recoguized 
that there is only the faintest possible shadow 
of @ chance. The most: that is hoped forisa 
“deal” by which, tn return for favors eon- 
ferred, the Republicans may secure the promise 
of tbe defeat of some partisan legislation that is 
contemplated by the Democratic managers. The 
present Republican plan is to hold so caucus 
lor United States Senator, leaving the mem- 
bers t» vote for ex-Senator William J. Sewell 
or for William Walter Phelps, as they may pre- 
fer. It is understvod that if a caucus is held 
Mr. Phelps will not allow his name to be pre- 
sented as a candidate for the empty honor of a 
nomination. His friends would, however, as a 
Matter of eourse, vote for the Gaueus nominee, 
even if 1t should be Gen. sewell, toward whom 
they do not feel particularly kindly.

"THREE LIVES SACRIFICED 


"FATAL FIRE IN A FIFTR- 
STRBET FACTORY. 


THE BUILDING LACKED FIRE ESCAPES 
AND HAD THE ROOF EXIT CUT OFF 
TO SECURE AN EXTRA TENANT. 
“ Three young women lost their lives by a 
fire which ocourred yesterday morning in the 
factory buildifg 715 and 717 Fifth-streot. They 
“were surprisea while at work on the third floor 
‘py the dense smoke from the fire, which 
‘had broken out in the basement, and the means 
of escape being inadequate, they were suffocated 
by the smoke whien filled the work room and 
made the staircase impassable. Then the 
‘flames caught them and their bodies were badly 
‘burned. Four girls who were in the same room 
with them escaped with their lives, but one of 
them was severely injured. 

The building is situated on the north side of 
Fifth-street, between Avenues C and D. Itis 
an old building of flimsy construction, and was 
filled with light wood and other combusti- 
ble materials. In the basement is the black- 
smith and wheelwright’s shop of Henry Haas. 
The first and second floors and the front half 
of the third or top floer were occupied by the 
New-York Patent Cigar Box Factory, of which 
Nicholas Althaus is the proprietor, and the 
‘rear portion of the third fleor was occupied by 
M. Reischman, manufacturer of tables. 

Three men were at work inthe blacksmith’s 
shop when the fire broke out there. On the first 


and second floors of the building there were 
halfa dozen men at work, whilein the front 
portion of the third floor seven girls were past- 
ing labels on cigar boxes. : 

The fire broke out at about 11 o’clock in the 
wheelwright’s shop in the basement and Haas, 
the proprietor, says that it was caused by a hot 
ournal inthe machinery. Valuable time was 
ost and the flames were allowed to gain head- 
way while the men in the shop, instead of giv- 
ing an alarm, ran about looking for pails of 
water, whioh they did not find. Meanwaile the 
fiames were mounting up the staircase in the 
eentre of the building and through the openings 


through which the belting of the machinery 


passed. 

Nicholas Althaus, Jr.,a son of the proprietor 
of the cigar box factory, was in the office on the 
mrst floer of the building when he _ noticed 
emoke ascending from the basement. This was 
pot an unusual occurrence, and he paid no at- 
tentien to it until inafew moments he heard 
the ery, “Fire.” Then he ran to the stairway 


and shouted for the people to get out. The- 


men on the first and second floors of the build- 
ing eseaped and Althaus ascended to the third 
floor and called to the girls to fly for their 
lives. By this time the stairway was filling up 
with smoke, through whieh it was almost im- 
possible to see. The smoke drove him down 
stairs, and he descended quickly, supposing 
that the girls would follew him. Maguie May 
was the first of the girls to leave the building, 
running down the siairway and escaping 
without injury. Katie Fahrenkopf also ran 
down the stairs, and was almost overcome by 
the smoke when she reached the second floor, 
where she was met by Foreman Thomas S8ulli- 
vwanof Hook and Ladder No. 11, who carried 
her to the street, where she soon recovered. 
The other young women—Josephine Fahren- 
kopf,.a sister of Katie, Bertha Appel, Magda- 
lena Straub, Lena Schmidt, and Magzie Arm- 
‘strong—deubtless, finding that the stairs were 
impassable, made their way to the front win- 
dows, and smashing the glass, screamed for 
hel 

The members of Hook and Ladder No. 11 en- 
deavored to rescue the imprisoned girls. Two 
35-feot ladders were thrown up against the 
building. Fireman Tnomas Ryan, armed with 
an axe, rushed up one of the ladders and 
smashed in the windows. Lena Schmidt was at 
the window Dfeaking the glass with her bare 
hands. She was accidentally struck @n the arm 
with the axe and fell back on the floor. She 
groped around uatil she reached the head of the 
staircase ang attempted to make her way down 
stairs. She rolled down one flight of stairs, and 
when she reached the landing and had almost 
given kerssit up for lost young Althaus rescued 
‘her. - Her 83 were badly cut by the glass, and 
she was taken to 8t. Francis’s Hospital, where 
her wounds were dressed and she went home. 
When she disappeared from the window her 
place was ‘taken by- Maggie Armstrong, who re- 
tained her presence of mind in a remarkable 
‘degree. When Fireman Ryan held out his arms 
she jumped into them. In aoing this she acci- 
dentally tilted the fireman’s hat over his eyes 
80 that he could notsee. The girl took his hat 
off and put it on her own head, and thus 
equipped she was carried down the ladder. 
She was the last person to leave the building, 
and, though it was believed that the other girls 
on the third floor had not made their escape, it 
was impossible to attempt their rescue. They 
had disappeared from the windows and been 
overcome by the smoke, which was so dense 
that it was impossible to enter the build- 
ing. The men at work in the rear _por- 
tion of the third floor had no _ difficul- 
ty in making their escape irom the 
building, as there was an outer staircase 
on the rear of the structure, but the girls in the 
front portion of the floor were cut off from all 
access to this means of exit by a partition run- 
ning from east to west through the building. 
There were no balcony fire escapes on the front 
or rear of the building, and the only means of 
escape for the girls was the narrow and steep 
atairway in the centre of the structure, a rickety 
affair without even bannisters or a rail fer pro- 
tection. The scuttle on the roof was useless to 
the girls, being divided by the partition, and 
there was no ladder on their side of the floor. 

It was nearly an hour before the flames were 
under eontrol and the smoke had cleared off 
sufficiently to permit an exploration of the 
premises. The bodies of the three young women 
—Josephine Fahrenkopf, Bertha Appel, and Mag- 
daiena Straub—were found lying side by side in 
front of the work benches, near the west end of 
the third floor. Theirappearance indicated that 
they been smothered by the dense smoke and 
that then the fiames had burned the exposed 
portions of their bodies. The bodies were re- 
moved te the Union Market police station, and 
were subsequently delivered to their friends, by 

ermission of Coroner Hanley. Josephine 

ahrenkopf was 21 years old, a tall, strapping 
girl, and known ameng her companions as 
“Big Joe.” She lived with her parents at 98 
Willett-street, and had worked in tue cigar-box 
factory for over three years. Bertha Appel 
was about 20 years old, and lived with her 
grandmother, whem she supported, at 177 
Ludlow-street. Magdalena Straub was 21 sears 
old, and lived with her parents at 516 Fifth- 
street. Her father is employed ata coach fae- 
tory in Marien-street. She had worked over 
five years in the factory. 

There was a great dealof excitement about 
Grammar School No. 15, of which Henry P. 
Beers is the Prineipal. It is one of the largest 
schools on the east side, and in its grammar and 
primary departments numbers nearly 2,000 
pupils. It is situated on the south side of Fifth- 
street, almost directly opposite the factery. 
When the tire broke out and the smoke filled the 
street the Principal gave the teachers the signal 
te prepare for rapid dismissal. The pupils were, 
however, held in their class roems ready to 
march out of the building if necessary. Thero was 
no confusion and very littlo excitement among 
the pupiis and teachers in the building, but 
there was ascene of wild excitement outside, 
The parents, nestly the mothers, of the chil- 
Gren, having reard of the tire, rushed to the 
schoolhouse and endeavored to force their way 
into the building. Had this been permitted, 
there would doubtiess have been a panic among 
the children, but Janitor Cornelius Clifford, 
with such of the School Trustees as were within 
reaching distance, stood euard at the schoel- 
house doors until the police arrived to keep the 
excited parents back. 

Inspector Duffy of the Bureau of Buildings, 
in charge ef the distriet, said yesterday that 
previous to the erection of the partition divid- 
ing the floor into two apartments, the means of 
escape were ample, as there were two door- 
ways into the adjoining buildings, a door lead- 
ing to an outer stairway on the rearof the 
structure, and also asocuttle in the roof, to 
whieh an iron ladder led. By the erecting of the 
partition, which was a clear violation of the 
law, the/girlajwere!cut off from the means of exit 
in the rear of the building, and also from the 
scuttle im the roof, and they were compelled to 
rely for safety on the single stairwayin the 
eontre of the fioor. The partition was put up 
without his knowledge and without a permit 
from the Bureau of Buildings. 

The damage by the fire will not exceed 
$5,000. Henry Haas, the wheelwright, loses 
$1,000, on which he has no insurance, The loss 
of Nicholas Althaus is estimated at $2,500, 
which is cevered by insurance, and the damage 
te the stoek of M. Reichsman is about $500. 
The damage to the building 1s about $1,000. It 
is owned by F. A. Seighardt. 

The cause ef the fire and the circumstances 
eurrounding it will be investigated by Assistant 
Fire Marsbal Frank, and an inquest will be held 
by Coroner Hanly.

FERRY PATRONS’ REJOINDBR. 


PRESIDENT STEVENS’S ACCUSATION OF 
DISCOURTESY PROMPTLY DISPROVED. 
The letter sent by President Stevens of 

the Heboken Land and Improvement Company 

to Controller Myers in regard to the complaints 
of the ferry patrons has aroused the ire of the 
gentlemen who are leading the reform move- 
ment. President Stevens accuses the complain- 
ants of great discourtesy and denies tbat any 
complaints had ever been made to the manage- 


ment. In his letter he said: * We cannot but 
express our astonishment at the action of those 
of our passengers who have chosen te complain 
to you. Nocomplaint bearing on the pointes in 
question has ever been made before us.’ 

The committee representing the petitioners 
saw fit to answer Mr. Stevena’s lettsr in a com- 
munication to the Controller yesterday, in 
which it said: 

“The propriety and advisability of address- 
ing the petition directiy to the management 
was duly considered before the course in send- 
ing the same to you war decided upon. It 
scemed to be the general sentiment that com- 
‘plaints had frequently been made to the man- 
agement as to the inadequacy and unsatisfac- 
tery character of the service, and that such 
complaints had not resulted in any practical 
change or improvement, and that as such serv- 
ice was directly under the eye of the manage- 
ment, where they were forced daily to see the 
actual eonditien of the service, if a personal 
knowledge ceuld not or did not impress them 
with the importance of improvement, a formal 
petition would certainly stand a very poor 
chance of having the desired results. * * * 
We do not believe it was the thought or inten- 
— any one of the several hundred reapon- 
sibfe business men who signed the petition to 
show any discourtesy to Mr. Stevens or his 
company; nor du we see tnat,in view of the 
fact that the basis of our complaint is a matter 
of common daily observation to him and his oo- 
managers, he should be astonished that the 
petitioners should choose to make their appeal 
to you, the responsible public officer holding 
the interests of the community in trust and 
having an easy remedy to any existing defects 
under the lease.” : 

President Stevens in hia letter said: “It is 
our desire to make our ferry accommodatioas 
satisfy all reasonable demands of the public. 
In pursuance of this policy we have during the 
Past two years made extended improvements, 
costing over $400,000.” The committee in its 
letter to Centroller Myers says: ‘While you 
are reminded of the large suma expended in im- 
provements, your attention does not appear to 
have been called to the corresponding increase 
in revenue or to the appreeiation of and the 
enormous increase in the value of the franchises 
and privileges this corporation enjoys.” 

After Centroller Myers had read the reply of 
the committee to President Stevens’s letter he 
wrote tothe committee saying that he would 
like to have a conference with it. Its members 
will probably meet to-morrow and talk with 
Mr. Myers. They will endeavor to particularly 
impress upon him that, though President 8te- 
veus’s letter is full of fair promises, such as the 
supplying of patent ventilators, he dodges the 
main question of decreasing the time between 
trips. 

One of the committee said yesterday: ‘As 
our petition said, the evil is simply one of over- 
crowding, consequent upon a healthy growth of 
the traffic. Allthe minor evils, such as bad 
ventilation, are caused by that. President 
Stevens admits that the boats are overcrowded, 
and says that they are as large as can bo 
handled. Whatother remedy is there, then, 
except more frequent trips? Itis going to cost 
the company money, but it is the only practical 
solution to the problem.” 


“* NOBODY WAS. KILLED. 


AN EXPLOSION BIG ENOUGH TO SHAKE 
A PART OF YONKERS, 


About 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon the 
business portion of Yonkers was violently 
shaken by an explosion, which at first was sup- 
posed to be an earthquakesbock. The residents 
or Palisade-avenue, near its junction with 
Getty-square, knew it was what they had fora 
long time been expecting—an explosion in the 
trench of the new sewer, which has been for 
months in course ef construction through Pali- 
sade-avenue. y 

The explosion, violent as it was, was not at- 
tended withany fatal casualties. The big exca- 
vations which had been made on the north and 
south sides ofthe stream that fiows through 
Yonkers had not been filled up, put 1n order 
not to impede travel over Palisade-avenue had 
been covered with heavy planks on top of 
which earth had deen spread and in its present 
frozen condition was hard and smooth. 

The northern portion of this excavatien in 
which the explosion took place must have be- 
come filled with the gas from the mains of the 
Consolidated Company, which run through it. 
It was discovered that a service pipe leading 
into a building opposite had been broken and 
thus allowed the gas to freely escape. How the 
gas was ignited is still a little in doubt, but 
James McKenna, aforeman on the sewer, says 
that afew seconds previeus to the explosion 
Patrick Newcombe, an employe of the gas com- 
Dany, Was seen to make a hole in the earth with 
a crowbar and put a lighted match to it. The 
explosion followed. 

. A. McCue, who lives on Riverdaie-avenue, 
was ridiag by in a wagon just as the roadbed 
went up close by him. A big piece of dirt struck 
him in the face, and besides badly catting and 
bruising him injured his left eye. His wagon 
was badly damaged. The horse was not injured. 
Edward Berrigan and James Kelly, the latter 
an inspector on the new Croton Aqueduct, were 
ands while 
standing on the sidewalk near the scene of the 
explosicn. James Reed was overcome by the 
escaping gas while at work in a trench, and 
rendered insensible. These were the only per- 
sons injured. 

The damage done will amount to about 
$2,500. Thisis the third explosion that has 
taken place in this sewer. 








ATHLETIC UNION GAMES. 

Old Madison-Square Garden is undergoing 
as great a change for the Winterhandicap games 
of the Amateur Athletic Unien on Saturday 
afternoon and evening as it ever did for a six- 
day race. The board fioor is -being removed, 
and the whole centre will be covered with tan- 
bark, while tha track, whieh has been made 22 


feet wide, is daily practiced on by scores of the 
700 athletes entered for the competitions. One 
hundred and thirty officials have beep selected 
from athletic clubs all ever the country to su- 
pervise the events, and Walter Eschwege, the 
clerk of the course, with six assistants, promises 
that every race sball be started on time. 

The entries came from all parts of the United 
States and from Canada and Great Britain, the 
Staten Island Athletic Club sending in the 
greatest number—100—though closely pressed 
by the New-York Athletic Club. Only the final 
struggles will occur at night, all the trials being 
run off in the Gardea in the afternoon, ee:n- 
mencing at 2 o'clock. Running, jumping, hur- 
dle racing, weight throwing, tug-of-war pniling, 
football, und lacrosse will pethe features of 
what promises to be a great amateur athletic 
meeting. 

There will be over 100 starters in the 75 
yards’ sprint, 80 in the: 220 yards’ run, and 12 
tug-of-war teams. Twenty-five ‘“‘eraeks” are 
entered for the two-mile bicycle race, among 
them Crist and McDaniel; there are 38 men in 
the walking race, including the champion 
Burokhardt, while Skillman and Gilbert of the 
New-York Athietic Club and Harmar of Yale 
are among the 80 who expect to race in the 
one-mile run.

OBSTRUOTIONS TO NAVIGATION. 
The capsizing of the lighter Swift and 
her sinking at the foot of Bond-street, Gowanus 
Creek, Jan. 1, has been the cause of much in- 
convenience to navigation in that neighber- 
hood. At the meeting of the Pilot Commission- 


ers yesterday Inspector Burland, in his usual 
report, said that though the lighter had begn re- 
moved a large portion of the cargo, consisting 
of barreled cement, still lay on the bottom. 
The depth of water over the cargo at low tide is 
only about 8 feet, at a distance of 30 feet 
from the shore. Police Commissioner Bell of 
Brooklyn also reported the condition of affairs 
to the Pilot Board, and requested that meas- 
ures be taken for the removal of the obstruc- 
tion. 

Inspector Burland also reported that the Cap- 
tainof the schooner Sarah, which was sunk 
Jan. 5, near the pier at the foot of East Twenty- 
first-street, was unable to have the scheoner re- 
moved at his own expense. The sunken vessel 
is directly in the path of the Twenty-third-street 


ferryboats, and is an obstruction to navigation.

The story promises to be rehashed now 1n a par- 
tition suit brought by Mrs. Laura B, Appleton 
of Brooklyn, a daughter whose legacy was only 
$50,000. 

There were threo other daughters. One was 
the wife of Judge George G. Barnard. She died 


before her father, and her ohildren were left 

00,000, with which they were satisfied. A 
second daughter was Mrs. Bryant, who had also 
died. Her children, receiving only $20,000 
under tbe will, contested its probate, and John 
Charles Anderson, the only son and chief loga- 
tee, aye into his millions and paid them 

180, . Then a child of a third daughter, 

rs. Carr—the grandchild being named Mary 
Maud Watson—came down from Vermont and 
brought suit for one-fifth interest in the Plaza 
Hotel property. which Jebu Charles Anderson 
had seld to Phyffe & Campbell, buiiders. This 
suit was recognized as the initial step toward 
breaking the will, and Mary Maud was induced 
to abandoo Pkg rp for a sum -reported 
variously at from $50,000 to $200,000. 

Everybody having thus been uppeased except 
Mrs. Appleton.sbe made a meve for relief in Oc- 
tober, 1887. Before the papers were quite ready 
for service John Charles heard of them and haat- 
ened before Judge Dykman of the Second Ju- 
dicial Department, from whom he ebtained an 
order to have the will udged valid in West- 
chester County, and enjeining any person from 
bringing suit elsewhere to impeaoh the will 
pending suck adjudication. Papers to thia ef- 
feet were served on Mrs. Appleton on the even- 
ing before the summons would have been issued 
in the partition suit. Col. Edward C. James, 
Mrs. Appleton’s counsel, went into Westchester 
County and resisted this order primarily on the 
ground that a devisee under a will had no legal 
right to hedge his interestsin that way. Clever 
counsel were employed on the other side, who 
managed to delay the case and finally to get 
the order confirmed. 

There was an appeal to the General Term. 
Then Col. James had better success, fer he ob- 
jected to a hearing in the Seeond District on the 

round that Judge Dykman could not sit in 

xyeneral Term to review his own acts, and that 

Judge Joseph H. Barnard, Chief-Justice of the 
Second Department, was disqualified because 
he was related to the Anderson family. So the 
case came to the General Term of the Supreme 
Court of this county, where it was argued last 
May. Judge Van Brunt delivered an opinion in 
Mre. Appleton’s favor. The other side appealed 
and argument was heard by the Court of Ap- 
peals in December. 

Yesterday’s decision seems to settle the fact 
that no legal obstacle can be permanently put 
in the way of a trial of the partition sult in this 
county. The decks are accordingly cleared for 
the action which was intercepted by Mr. Ander- 
son’s forced march in October, 1887.

Having obtained 
the consent of the lueal authorities of Brooklyn 
and of the Supreme Court, General Term, in lieu 
of the property holders, it commenced construc- 
tion and has built and is new operating a road 

‘running through Broadway to Lexlugton-ave- 
> nue, (where it connects with the Brooklyn Ele- 
vated,) another through Sands-street, Adams- 
street, and Myrtle-avenue, to Grand, where it 
connects with the Brooklyn Elevated, and one 
through Hudson and Flatbush avenues, and has 
laid its foundation through Fifth-avenue from 

Flatbush to Greenwood. 

While it was laying its foundations in Fifth- 
avenue suits were brought against it by various 
property holders, asaresult of whichit was 
obliged to institute proceedings to condemn 
their rights in the‘street, which were opposed, 
as is generally understood, by Deacon Richard- 
son, in the imterest of the Atlantic-Avenue 
Railroad Company, which operates a line of 
horse cars through Fifth-avenue. On the hear- 
ing in these proceedings it was claimed that the 
eharter of the Union Elevated Railroad Cem- 
pany was void, because the Commissioners who 
organized it had failed to designate with suffi- 
cient preciseness the kind of structure that it 
was to build and the extent to which tho street 
was to be occupied, and that in particular they 
had failed to locate the stations. These objec- 
tions were overruled by the Supreme Court, ard 
the charter was held to be valid. This decision 
has just been affirmed by the Court of Appeals. 

The effect of this decision is to remove all the 
questions in regard to the charter of the com- 
pany, and will undoubtedly result in stopping a 
great deal of threatened litigation. Gen. Win- 
gate of Wingate & Cullen, and Gov. Hoadly of 
Hoadly, Lauterbach & Johnson, aeted as coun- 
sel for the company, and Gen. Tracy as counsel 
for the contestants, 

A decisien was also rendered in the case of the 
Kings County Elevated Railway Company, 
which was somewhat similar to the above litiga-

JAMES EENEST PERRING DEAD 


FAMOUS AS A SINGER AND INSTRUCTOR 
O¥ MUSIC. 

James Ernest Perring, who was buried at 
Woodlawn Cemetery yesterday from his resi- 
dence, 133 East Sixteenth-street, was in his day 
one of thé most famous oratorio singers kaown 
in Americaor England. He was born in Lonaon, 
England, Feb. 29,1822. Hecameof 4 race of 


artists and designers, and his sons have adopted 
similar professions, his daughters alone follow- 
ing his vocation. While a boy he led the soprano 
chorus at her Majesty’s Theatre when Mario 
and Grisi were upon the stage. Entering the 
Royal Academy of Music, he became the pupil 
of Sir Julius LEenedict, and won the King’s 
scholarship. He studied in Italy under Mazzo- 
cato, and became the intimate friend of Sims 
Reeves. 

On his return to England he soon took rank 
with the leading tenors of the day, and sang 
frequently with Jeunie Lind and Maria Picco- 
lomini., He achieved his greatest distinction in 
oratorio, and probably was unsurpassed for 
purity of tone and artistic conception. He 
traveled on the Continent with the Distins, and 
sang toroyal audiences everywhere. In 1857 
or 1858 he came to this country with Piccolo- 
mini and made the tour of the principal cities. 
Oue company with which he was identified in- 
cluded Carl Formes, Brigneli, Mme. Dangri, the 
contralto, and Carl Anschutz, the conductor. 
The Academy of Music was the stage upon 
which he sangin “La Sonnambula” and “La 
Nozze de Figaro.” 

In later years his chief business was the in- 
struction of operatic singers. Emma Abbott, 
William Castlé, Alvary, and other prominent 
singers bave been under his care. Theodore 
Thomas took him to Cincinnati and made him 
chief instructor in yocal culture. 

He was atborough all-round musician, and 
was acompeser ef some note. “The Maids of 
Merry England,” ‘‘ Beware,” “I'd be a Gypsy,” 
his settings of J. E. Carpenter's peems and of 
Longfellew's ‘‘ Brook” are well known. He died 
Saturday of Bright’s disease, after a three- 
months’ illness, leaving a widow, the sister of 
James F. Travis of this city, three sons, and 
four daughters. 


EXUBERANCE THAT WAS PREMATURE. 

The pitfall which hope sometimes digs, 
even for corporations, was amusingly exempli- 
fied yesterday afternoon. In some way the 
rumer was circulated that the Court of Appeals 
had handed down a decision declaring that the 


Third-avenue surface railway company had a 
right to extend tts cable system from Hariem 
River to the Post Office. ‘The decision had been

MORE AKMS FOR HIPPOLYTE. 


SHIPPED, AS USUAL, BY WAY OF SAN 
DOMINGO. 

The Clyde Company’s steamer Saginaw, 
which salied last night, it was said at the Hay- 
tian Consulate, had on board 60 cases of Span- 
ish model Remington rifies, with bayonets, 
200,000 reunds of metallic case ammunition, 
and 4 32-pound guns of the pattern used in the 
war of 1812. They are consigned by persons 
in this city who have been accused of being 


Hippolyte’s agents to persons in Puerto Plata 
and Samana, in San Domingo. 

The shipment was reported early yesterday 
morning to Secretary of the Haytian Legation 
Charles Preston, who at once telegraphed his 
father at Philadelphia, but did not hear from 
him during the day. He then went to Collector 
Magone at the Custom House and asked to have 
the vessel stopped, as she had goods contraband 
of war on board. 

Collector Magone said that he would gladly 
stop the vessel did he possess the authority, but 
as the warllke munitions were being shipped, 
not to a Haytian, but to a Dominican port, 
they could not be stopped. It was an aftair for 
San Dominge and Hayti to settle after the arms 
had been landed. 

Mr. Charies Preston said that the active 
mover in the shipment of these arms was Leon- 
clo Julia, the Dominican Consul at this port, 
and that they were, from actual information at 
hand, intended for Hippelyte. Cunsul Julia 
declined to discuss the matter. 

It was said during the afternoon that the 
consular agent of Légitime at Puerte Plata, 
San Domingo, where these arms are going, has 
been actively engaged in smuggling arms and 
other munitions of war across the boundary to 
Hippolyte. He is an Englishman named Litb- 
gow.

Pedro Berganzoli Pedrazzi, an Italian 
fresco painter, aged 77 years, was found dead 
in his rooms at 226 East Thirty-fifth-street yes- 
terday morning by his housekeeper, Mrs. Mary 
Granger. He had hanged himself from his bed- 
roem door and had been dead for some hours. 


He had suffered greatly from a spinal trouble for 
a long time, and frequently threatened to put an 
end to his life.
